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AROUND THE WORLD 





TRESTLE NEAR CONTINENTAL DIVIDE— 
5,548 FEET ELEVATION 


T 4:20 p. m., Oct. 26, I left Seattle 
for the rail trip of 1,857 miles 
across the continent to the Miss- 
issippi. My destination being 
Minneapolis, some comparisons 

between the towns at the beginning and 
the end of the journey naturally sug- 
gested themselves. Both are milling 
centers; both have had arapid growth, 
though Seattle is the newer and smaller 
of the two, counting 132,000 inhabitants 
to Minneapolis’ 225,000. In both, the 
lumber industry is an important one. 
In Minneapolis are many sawmills, the 
logs for which are brought down the 
Mississippi. Twelve miles west from 
Seattle, across the sound, are the saw- 
mills ofthe Port Blakely Co., which cut 
104,000,000 feet of lumber in 1902 but 
which have cut over 200,000,000 feet in a 
year. 

In Seattle you find Chinese mer- 
chants, and, to my surprise, I found that 
since my last visit to Minneapolis the 
Chinese have invaded that city and 
that in addition to the Chinese laundry- 
men who have been established in Min- 
neapolis, as in many other large cities 
ofthe central west and the east, Chinese 
restaurants, locally known as ‘'tChop 
Suey” houses, now abound. 

{ had an interesting conversation 
with Mr. Chin Quong, one of the agsist- 
ant managers of the Wa Chong Co., at 
Seattle. This firm, like several other 
Chinese firms on the coast, imports tea, 
rice, preserved ginger and other Chi- 
nese merchandise, and exports flour and 
other American produce. It alsoruns a 
rice mill with a capacity of seven tons a 
day. This is operated by electric power. 
Mr. Chin seemed to look at things in 
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China in a different manner from that of 
the Chinaman who has not been much 
out of his country, recognizing the 
advantage of many western ways, and 
the need of reforms and progress in 
China. 

Like Minneapolis, Seattle has large 
water power available. Though the 
water power is not in the center of the 
town and did not constitute its ‘traison 
d’étre,’”? as in the case of Minneapolis, 
Seattle’s water power lies near enough 
at hand to be easily available for elec- 
tric transmission, and no doubt it has 
done much to aid in the development of 
its manufacturing interests which are 
now claimed to be the second largest on 
the coast, San Francisco occupying first 
place. Unlike Minneapolis, Seattle has 
the advantage of being close to sup- 
plies of coal and iron, the coal-mining 
district of Washington producing over 
2,500,000 tons annually, while iron and 
steel industries are beginning to be 
developed. It also has the advantage 
of location on deep water, with the re- 
sulting commerce due to the geograph- 
ical position, and industries such as 
ship building and fisheries. The out- 
put of the salmon and deep sea fisher- 
ies, which get their supplies largely 
from Seattle, is valued at over $15,000,- 
000 a year. 

Finally, two respects in which it ap- 
peared to me that Seattle and Minne- 
apolis resemble one another are the en- 
terprise and push of their citizens, and 
the number and beauty of the lakes and 

arks by which they are surrounded. 

n beauty of natural scenery Seattle 
has the advantage by reason of the 
mountain ranges and especially the 
grand mountain which in Tacoma is 
called Mt. Tacoma but which Seattle 
has christened Mt. Rainier. This con- 
flict of names is a little puzzling to the 
uninitiated stranger. As the white men 
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took the land away from the red men 
Ithink they might at least have re- 
tained, ‘'Tacoma,’’ the Indian name for 
the mountain. 

The dining car on which I dined the 
first night out of Seattle took/me*in 
fancy to Berlin. Its name was Kaiser- 
hoff. It also recalled some of the past 
history of the Northern Pacific railway 
by which I travelled, reminding me of 
Mr. Villard and his German backers, 
and of the entertainment he gave them 
on the completion of the road. What an 
appropriate name Kaiserhoff would 
have been for the dining car entertain- 
ing that party of German capitalists. 
But the thought of poor Villard and his 
losses in connection with the Northern 
Pacific did not take away my appetite 
~~ good meal served on the Kaiser- 
hoff. 

In going from Seattle to Minneapolis 

ou cross six divisions of the Northern 

acific railway, known respectively as 
the Pacific, the Idaho, the Rocky 
Mountain, the Montana, the Yellow- 
stone, the Dakota and the Minnesota 
divisions. About7 p. m. the first night 
on the train we passed Hot Springs,a 
bathing and fishing resort at an eleva- 
tion of 1,544 feet. We passed through the 
Idaho division at night and the follow- 
ing morning were in Spokane, at the 
beginning of the Rocky Mountain divi- 
sion, where the time is one hour faster 
than on the coast. For general conven- 
ience in the United States time is divid- 
ed into four kinds known as eastern, 
central, mountain and Pacific. There 
is one hour difference between each di- 
vision. Instead of making a difference 
of 20 minutes or 40 minutes or whatever 
the case may be, all the places in a cer- 
tain zone take the time of that zone, at 
least for railway purposes. Though 


this leads to some incongruities, towns 
taking the same time which are actual-

ly 40 minutes or more out of time, and 
other places taking time an hour differ- 
ent from each other that are quite near 
together, yet this system works well on 
the whole and saves a lot of confusion. 

Spokane beinga place of some im- 
portance, I stopped over here a day, 
proceeding by a night train. After 
breakfasting at the station I started out 
to see some of the mills and look over 
the town, and chancing to catch an ob- 
servation electric car I boarded it and 
made the tour of the town this way. We 
crossed and recrossed the Spokane 
river and had many of the large build- 
ings of the town pointed out, like the 
Auditorium, the Elks hall, the Catholic 
cathedral, the marble bank established 
in 1870, the Bank of Spokane Falls, 
built in 1892, and the high school. 
Around this I noticed a great number 
of bicycles, indicating that many of the 
pupils took advantage of the fine Octo- 
ber weather, the day being pleasant but 
a little hazy, to ride to school. 

We turned up Howard street, made a 
tour around, saw something of Sprague 
avenue, the longest street in town, had 
a look at the Northern Pacific railway 
yards and shops and saw nota few of 
the 63 '‘fine churches’? which our con- 
ductor-cicerone told us are in Spokane. 
On Cannon hill we saw attractive resi- 
dences, and also on Pacific avenue, out 
towards Coeur d’Alene park. On River- 
side avenue, a broad street paved with 
asphalt, and having stone sidewalks, 
we saw many large shops. 

The Spokane club, a building of light 
brick and stone was pointed out, and 
then we crossed the Spokane again on 
the way to Lidgerwood park, which I 
should describe not so much as a park 
as aplace fora park. From here, on 
clear days, the mountain peaks Hil- 
liard and Old Baldy are visible. 

The Spokane river has 70 feet fall at 
Spokane, and the general lay of the 
land around the falls reminded me not 
a little of the falls at Minneapolis. The

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TRESTLE NEAR CONTINENTAL DIVIDE— 
5,548 FEET ELEVATION 


T 4:20 p. m., Oct. 26, I left Seattle 
for the rail trip of 1,857 miles 
across the continent to the Miss- 
issippi. My destination being 
Minneapolis, some comparisons 

between the towns at the beginning and 
the end of the journey naturally sug- 
gested themselves. Both are milling 
centers; both have had arapid growth, 
though Seattle is the newer and smaller 
of the two, counting 132,000 inhabitants 
to Minneapolis’ 225,000. In both, the 
lumber industry is an important one, 
In Minneapolis are many sawmills, the 
logs for which are brought down the 
Mississippi. Twelve miles west from 
Seattle, across the sound, are the saw- 
mills ofthe Port Blakely Co., which cut 
101,000,000 feet of lumber in 1902 but 
which have cut over 200,000,000 feet in a 
year. 

In Seattle you find Chinese mer- 
chants, and, to my surprise, I found that 
since my last visit to Minneapolis the 
Chinese have invaded that city and 
that in addition to the Chinese laundry- 
men who have been established in Min- 
neapolis, as in many other large cities 
of the central west and the east, Chinese 
restaurants, locally known as ‘'Chop 
Suey”? houses, now abound. 

| had an interesting conversation 
with Mr. Chin Quong, one of the assist- 
ant managers of the Wa Chong Co., at 
Seattle. This firm, like several other 
Chinese firms on the coast, imports tea, 
rice, preserved ginger and other Chi- 
nese merchandise, and exports flour and 
other American produce. It also runs a 
rice mill with a capacity of seven tons a 
day. This is operated by electric power. 
‘ir. Chin seemed to look at things in

China in a different manner from that of 
the Chinaman who has not been much 
out of his country, recognizing the 
advantage of many western ways, and 
the need of reforms and progress in 
China. 

Like Minneapolis, Seattle has large 
water power available. Though the 
water power is not in the center of the 
town and did not constitute its 'traison 
d’étre,’? as in the case of Minneapolis, 
Seattle’s water power lies near enough 
at hand to be easily available for elec- 
tric transmission, and no doubt it has 
done much to aid in the development of 
its manufacturing interests which are 
now claimed to be the second largest on 
the coast, San Francisco occupying first 
place. Unlike Minneapolis, Seattle has 
the advantage of being close to sup- 
plies of coal and iron, the coal-mining 
district of Washington producing over 
2,500,000 tons annually, while iron and 
steel industries are beginning to be 
developed. It also has the advantage 
of location on deep water, with the re- 
sulting commerce due to the geograph- 
ical position, and industries such as 
ship building and fisheries. The out- 

ut of the salmon and deep sea fisher- 
es, which get their supplies largely 
from Seattle, is valued at over $15,000,- 
000 a year. 

Finally, two respects in which it ap- 
peared to me that Seattle and Minne- 
apolis resemble one another are.the en- 
terprise and push of their citizens, and 
the number and beauty of the lakes and 
porns by which they are surrounded. 

n beauty of natural scenery Seattle 
has the advantage by reason of the 
mountain ranges and especially the 
grand mountain which in Tacoma is 
called Mt. Tacoma but which Seattle 
has christened Mt. Rainier. This con- 
flict of names is a little puzzling to the 
uninitiated stranger. As the white men 








took the land away from the red men 
Ithink they might at_least have re- 
tained, ‘'Tacoma,’’ the Indian name for 
the mountain. 

The dining car on which I dined the 
first night out of Seattle tooki'me*in 
fancy to Berlin. Its name was Kaiser- 
hoff. It also recalled some of the past 
history of the Northern Pacific railway 
by which I travelled, reminding me of 
Mr. Villard and his German backers, 
and of the entertainment he gave them 
on the completion of the road. What an 
appropriate name Kaiserhoff would 
have been for the dining car entertain- 
ing that party of German capitalists. 
But the thought of poor Villard and his 
losses in connection with the Northern 
Pacific did not take away my appetite 
ee good meal served on the Kaiser- 
hoff. 

In going from Seattle to Minneapolis 

ou cross six divisions of the Northern 

acific railway, known respectively as 
the Pacific, the Idaho, the Rocky 
Mountain, the Montana, the Yellow- 
stone, the Dakota and the Minnesota 
divisions. About?7 p. m. the first night 
on the train we passed Hot Springs, a 
bathing and fishing resort at an eleva- 
tion of 1,544 feet. We passed through the 
Idaho division at night and the follow- 
ing morning were in Spokane, at the 
beginning of the Rocky Mountain divi- 
sion, where the time is one hour faster 
than on the coast. For general conven- 
ience in the United States time is divid- 
ed into four kinds known as eastern, 
central, mountain and Pacific. There 
is one hour difference between each di- 
vision. Instead of making a difference 
of 20 minutes or 40 minutes or whatever 
the case may be, all the places in a cer- 
tain zone take the time of that zone, at 
least for railway purposes. Though 
this leads to some incongruities, towns 
taking the same time which are actual-

ly 40 minutes or more out of time, and 
other places taking time an hour differ- 
ent from each other that are quite near 
together, yet this system works well on 
the whole and saves a lot of confusion. 

Spokane being a place of some im- 
portance, I stopped over here a day, 
proceeding by a night train. After 
breakfasting at the station I started out 
to see some of the mills and look over 
the town, and chancing to catch an ob- 
servation electric car I boarded it and 
made the tour of the town this way. We 
crossed and recrossed the Spokane 
river and had many of the large buila- 
ings of the town pointed out, like the 
Auditorium, the Elks hall, the Catholic 
cathedral, the marble bank established 
in 1870, the Bank of Spokane Falls, 
built in 1892, and the high school. 
Around this I noticed a great number 
of bicycles, indicating that many of the 
pupils took advantage of the fine Octo- 
ber weather, the day being pleasant but 
a little hazy, to ride to school. 

We turned up Howard street, made a 
tour around, saw something of Sprague 
avenue, the longest street in town, had 
a look at the Northern Pacific railway 
yards and shops and saw nota few of 
the 63 '‘fine churches’? which our con- 
ductor-cicerone told us are in Spokane, 
On Cannon hill we saw attractive resi- 
dences, and also on Pacific avenue, out 
towards Coeur d’Alene park. On River- 
side avenue, a broad street paved with 
asphalt, and having stone sidewalks, 
we saw many large shops. 

The Spokane club, a building of light 
brick and stone was pointed out, and 
then we crossed the Spokane again on 
the way to Lidgerwood park, which I 
should describe not so much as a park 
asaplace fora park. From here, on 
clear days, the mountain peaks Hil- 
liard and Old Baldy are visible. 

The Spokane river has 70 feet fall at 
Spokane, and the general lay of the 
land around the falls reminded me not 
a little of the falls at Minneapolis. The 
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Washington Water Power Co. controls 
the power and I had a pleasant inter- 
view with Henry W. Richards, the pres- 
ident and D. L. Huntington, the secre- 
tary and general manager, of the com- 
pany. Lake Coeur d’Alene, 50 square 
miles in extent, acts as an equalizing 
dam for the river, so the flow is un- 
usually even. 

The available water power is about 
30,000 h-p. Of this 1,000 are used by 
mills having their own water-wheels, 
and 13,000 h-p. are used by electric 


transmission. The power is distributed 
as far as 100 miles away from Spokane, 
being taken to Coeur d’Alene. It is sent 
out at high pressure, namely 45,000 volts, 
over a quarter inch wire, but reduced to 
2,300 volts for use. What would happen 
to the unsuspecting Indian who should 
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get connected up with that -45,000-volt 
power current is not difficult to imag- 
ine. The company charges $25 per h-p. 
for water powers of 200 or 300 h-p. What 
is against Spokane as a flour-milling 
center is that the wheat is mostly grown 
west of there, and it has to be brought 
east and shipped west again. A mill- 
ing-in-transit rate makes this possible. 
. The water power company owns one 
of the Spokane mills which is operated 
under lease by the Portland Flouring 
Mills Co. As the power company also 
operates the electric street cars, it in- 
cludes in the lease of the mill special 
cars for hauling wheat, etc., from the 
railways to the mills. The Great 
Northern goes into Spokane in addi- 
tion to the Northern Pacific, so the rail 
connections of the town are extensive 
even though the competition of the rail- 
ways may not be all that could be de- 
sired since the celebrated merger. As 
the electric trolley cars for hauling 
wheat were something of a novelty, 1 
was glad to get from Mr. Davis a photo 
showing the car. The trolley takes 250 
bus of wheat at a load and haulsa trail- 
er which carries a like quantity. I be- 
lieve that some of the electric cars used 
haul 500 bus of wheat, but I did not see 
any so large. There were two of these 
trolley cars infront of the mill, which 
is called the C. & C. mill, when I walked 
past it. 

The falls of the Spokane are pictur- 
esque as the white water comes tum- 
bling down over the black rocks in con- 
siderable volume. From back of one of 
the numerous large sawmills I took a 
photo upstream. To the left is seena 
small island on which is a power house, 
while tothe right is the Echo roller 
mill, a square building. This mill, like 
the C & C, is operated by the Portland 
Flouring Mills Co., the two having a 
combined capacity of about 1,000 bbls 
daily. 

On the other side of the Spokane are 
two mills, the Inland Empire and the 
New Centennial. The latter is the mill 
with the steel storage tanks at the side. 
It was built for a 400-bb1 mill but was 
making 550 bbls, I was informed by 
the Barnard-Syphers Machinery Co.,a 
local firm that equipped the mill. The

other mill is operated by the Inland 
Empire Milling Co., of which E. A. 
Jobes is president. Its capacity is 
small, 250 bbls per day. As Spokane 
is a town of 50,000 people the local 
mills must have a fair home trade in 
the town and in the surrounding min- 
ing districts, such as Coeur d’Alene, 
Republic and Buffalo Hump. 

I met Mr. Finley, the secretary, and 
Mr. Tjossen, the head draughtsman, of 
the Barnard-Syphers Machinery Co., 
and had a look over their establish- 
ment, where in addition to flour mill 
machinery they stock sawmill machin- 
ery, pulleys, shafting, etc. They have 
a foundry machine shop and wood- 
working machinery and make many 
machines on the spot. 

I was very pleasantly impressed with 
Spokane, which, while anew western 
town, seems to pay some regard to the 
amenities of life as well as to the chase 
for the dollar. Along many of the 
streets I noticed cycle tracks, provided 
for the enjoyment of cyclists. I also 
noticed a motor car fitted up as a 
sprinkler, for sprinkling- the streets. 
‘The town I am told has two good thea- 
ters and an opera house, which I did not 
see. It has a restaurant, Davenport’s, 
of which any town might be proud, and 
1 was surprised to find such a good res- 
taurant in such asmall place. Along 
the sidewalk outside the restaurant, are 
a number of dwarf trees in _ tubs, 
brought at great expense from Japan. 
The interior is handsomely decorated, 
one of the features being glass pillars 
filled with water in which fish are 
swimming. There are a few small 
rooms fitted up in different styles. Two 
that I saw were the French room where 
red is the prevailing color, and a room 
on the old German order, though it had 
some other name. 

I left Spokane about midnight, and 
by next morning we were well along in 
Montana. All the forenoon we were 
climbing the Rockies and in many 
places the scenery was most interesting, 
though it is not so grand on this route 
as on the Canadian Pacific. In the 
morning we passed a beautiful moun- 
tain stream of clear, rushing water near 
the station of Bearmouth. The water 
bore the unpoetic name of Hellgate 
river. At Mullan tunnel, in the middle 
of the day, we passed the continental

divide. This tunnel has an elevation 
of 5,548 ft above sea level. Its length 
is 3,875 ft. On leaving Mullan tunnel 
we ran over a steel trestle, that was not 
only high but ona curve, so that by 
holding the kodak outof the window 
I managed to get a fair photo both of 
the trestle and of the train and locomo- 
tive. 

About 2:15 p. in. we came to Helena 
where a pretty stone railway station 
had just been completed and men were 
at work tearing down the old frame one. 
This is the capital of Montana anda 
great mining center. Last Chance 
gulch, the site of Helena, is claimed tc 
have yielded $40,000,000 in placer gold. 
After leaving Mullan tunnel we startea 
downhill and in Helena we were 4,250 
feet above the sea. 

About lla. m. this day we passed, 
without stopping, Gold Creek, a tiny 
hamlet noted for two events. Here gold 
was first discovered in Montana, name- 
ly in 1852, and here on Sept. 8, 1883, the 
last spike of the Northern Pacific line 
was driven with appropriate cere- 
monies. 

At Garrison, the next station, where 
we halted a few minutes, we had a visit 
from a picturesque group of aborig- 
ines. They were the Flathead Indians, 
through whose country we were pass- 
ing. They take their name from a cus- 
tom of deforming the head by binding 
it againsta board. According to the rail- 
way folder they enjoy the distinction of 
never having killed a white man. The 
squaws came to the train to sell pol- 
ished horns and other curios. It remind- 
ed me of Japan to see them carrying 
the papooses on their backs. In the 
afternoon, near Lombard station, we 
passed close to some beautiful cliffs, 
near the banks of the Missouri river. 
We first saw this river at Logan, over 
2,000 miles from where its waters, joined 
to those of the Mississippi, empty into 
the Gulf of Mexico. The Missouri is in 
its infancy at Logan, since it is formed 
by the junction of the Jefferson and the 
Clark, about four miles from there. 

When I crossed Montana, 8,000 miners 
were out of work at Butte, atownona 
branch near Helena. Fortunately they 
were not riotous, though capable of 
great mischief had they been so minded. 
Also some miscreants, in no wise con- 
nected with the miners, so far as I 
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know, had recently been™dynamiting 
trains and bridges, so we had the 
knowledge of these possibilities to 
keep us from ennui. But nothing hap- 
pened, and the only accident that oc- 
curred on my rail journey to Minneapo- 
lis was a rather laughable one seeing 
that it had no serious consequences, as 
it might easily have had. A manina 
sleeper had raised the leather curtain 
that protects the windows, and in a (it 
of nightmare, evidently under the im- 
pression that he was in a fight, had let 
out with his fist with such force that he 
smashed a hole through both the heavy 
plate glass windows. The conductor,

who was near, hastened to the spot and 
found the man bleeding but hardly 
awake. Giving first aid to stop the 
bleeding, the conductor telegraphed on 
tothe next station for a doctor who 
bound up the wrist and the passenger 
was carried along, the train being de- 
layed an hour in consequence. The con- 
ductor told me he had had several such 
experiences when people raise the pro- 
tecting curtain and fall asleep without 
closing it. I concluded this was a 
chance I did not care to take, and kept 
my curtain closed when in bed. 

On the forenoon of the second (ay 
after leaving Spokane we were passing 
through the ‘'Bad Lands,’’ extensive 
tracts so covered with alkali that the 
ground looked as though snow had fall- 
en. Cattle were browsing on the cry 
grass which did not look very inviting 
but is said to be very nutritious. 

At Dickinson, where we arrived about 
10:30 in.the forenoon, the train stopped 
some minutes and I got out and hac a 
look at some petrified tree stumps that 
stand near the railway track. It wou'd 
he interesting to know how many eons 
ago these stumps were the bases 0! 
noble trees. A little shop near tiie 
track, bearing the sign, Dodd, Tax'- 
dermist, contained an excellent coll« 
tion of local curios, from rattlesnak« 
rattles to horns of animals well nigh e»- 
tinct. I admired but did not inves', 
though the flint and iron arrow heacs 
and other curios were attractive. 

Here the land was getting better and 
instead of the buttes or low hillocks 
that are so numerous in the bad lands 
as to make ordinary farming operations 
well nigh impossiktle, we passed throug’! 
level prairie land. At Dickinson I no- 
ticed a grain elevator near the track 
It belongs to the Lyon Elevator Cc. 
At 7:05, the following morning I was 1") 
Minneapolis, the run of 1,502 miles 
from Spokane having taken 75 hours. 
The North Coast Limited train, which 
leaves Spokane about noon, covers 
the distance in 49 hours. 
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WHAT little improvement there has 
been in the flour market during the 
week, is scarcely worth vonsidering, 
yet there has been a slight change for 
the better; not generally, but in spots. 
Flour continues to pour into eastern 
markets from the accumulation flood at 
blockaded railway points,and as a result 
it has been next to impossible to secure 
satisfactory business from the east. 
Export sales are seldom heard of now- 
a-days, and as stocks are heavy and 
receipts increasing on the other side, 
prospects of improved trade from that 
direction are not bright. Latest reports 
as to the winter wheat crop in central 
eastern states are pessimistic and seem 
to hold out little hope for more than 
half acrop, though they are qualified 
by the statement that it is too early to 
reach accurate conclusions. 


THE Northwestern Miller’s cables to- 
day contain nothing of particular inter- 
est to flour exporters. Markets of the 
United Kingdom remain in a listless 
state with very little business passing. 
London notes a small trade, and some 
demand for Minnesota clear flour. 
There is practically no c.if. business 
passing in the Amsterdam market.

IN general, it 
should be distinct- 
ly understood that 
the Niagara meet- 
ing is not intended 
to include only 
members of the 
Federation. All 
millers are cordi- 
ally invited to 
come and partici- 
pate in what will 
be the great an- 
nual rally of the 
American milling 
industry. All, in- 
deed, should be 
members of the 
Federation and it 
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is hoped and expected that, in good 
time, this will be so; in the mean- 
time, however, the fact that one is not 
yet a member should not deter him 
resent on this important 
occasion. The convention is open to all 
American flour makers, whether they 
operate large or smal! mills and wheth- 
er they belong to the organization or 
not. Attendance at one such convention 
as that held at Detroit last year will con- 
vince any miller that the Federation’s 
aims are high and true, that it is doing 
good work and that, with proper support 
and encouragement, itcan be made to 
do even better and that the place for 
every miller who has the welfare of his 
industry at heart, is inside rather than 
outside that organization. 


Last year the attendance was in the 
neighborhood of four hundred; this year, 
Chuirman Heywood has placed his esti- 
mate at not less than seven hundred. If 





these expectations are realized, and it 
now seems probable they will be, it will 
break the record for American milling 
conventions. A special rate has been 
obtained from the railways and the 
hotel charges at Niagara Falls will be 
reasonable. Millers are not looking for 
a cheap junket; at the same time they 
are not inclined toward extravagance 
and this meeting will, itis hoped, strike 
a happy medium where one can have a 
pleasant trip with every reasonable 
comfort and convenience, and still find 
the expense moderate.

—the advancement of the milling inter- 
est? To this is made answer: while the 
nights will be devoted to pleasure and 
amusement, the days will be strictly 
given over to business.

FLOUR DUTY REDUCED 


Arrangement With Brazil Perfected 
Whereby United States Millers 
Are Benefited 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 19.—[Spe- 
cial Telegram.|—The state department 
announces that the President of Brazil 
approved the flour treaty yesterday, 
which gives a preferential duty on 
American flour in wood of 32 per cent. 
This should give American exporters 
control of the flour trade in central and 
northern Brazil. Excessive tariffs have 
decreased the American flour trade with 
Brazil from $4,000,000 in 1892 to $2,000,- 
000 in 1902. ‘The new treaty will restore 
the old conditions and many believe it 
will improve trade materially.

Winnebago Flour 
Mills Co., Winnebago City, Minn: While 
the demand for flour is extremely light, 
we note considerable improvement in 
the tone of inquiries and this week have 
been able to book several fair-sized or- 
ders at prices in line with wheat. Buy- 
ers appear indifferent and are buying 
only to supply immediate wants. De- 
mand for feed is brisk at top prices. 
The weather is fine for seeding and 
farmers about here will be all through 
with their seeding by the last of the 
present week. 








Total stocks of wheat at Duluth are 
pretty close to 4,400,000 bus.

The flour output last?=week’ wasjthe 


smallest in a very long time. The 
quantity turned out (week of April 16) 
was only 99,810 bbls, against 229,600 in 
1903 and 225,235 in 1902. There were only 
seven mills in operation today, and the 
week’s production is not likely to ex- 
ceed 125,000 bbls. For the same week in 
1903, the output was 168,535 bbls. Dull 
trade is responsible for the mills run- 
ning at the rate of only about one-third 
their capacity. What next week will 
bring: forth is difficult to forecast. 

Flour sales of Minneapolis mills for 
the week were meager. However, they 
were perhaps somewhat larger than in 
the preceding week. The upturn in 
wheat on Friday seemed to stir up some 
business, and where buyers could get 
flour at old prices, they took a fair 
quantity. Shipping directions also 
came in a little better. 

As to the export trade, nothing was 
doing. There were bids for round lots 
of patent, but being 40c or more per bbl 
under cost, they had to be declined. 
Clears are slow of sale. London and 
Holland re-sellers seem to he doing 
what current business there is, under- 
selling millers. Were the mills running 
strongly, it would be as much ofa prob- 
lem to dispose of the clears as of patent. 

Prices of patent have been reduced 
ten cents during the week. The range 
of quotations now is $4.75@5 per 196 lbs 
in wood f.o.b. Minneapolis.

REPORTS OF OUTSIDE MILLS 


Special reports from 44 northwestern 
mills (outside of Minneapolis and Du- 
luth) with a total capacity of 32,375 
bbls, show that in the week ended April 
16, they made 104,275 bbls of flour (rep- 
resenting the consumption of approxi- 
mately 469,000 bus of wheat), against 
111,625 in the corresponding week of 
1908. Foreign flour shipments in the 


same week were 3,285 bbls, against 18,- ~ 


735 a year ago. 

‘tOutside mills’’ again experienced a 
very dull trade in flour last week. ‘he 
only variaticn from this consisted of 
reports by a few mills that with the ad- 
vance in wheat on Thursday and Fri- 
day, brought in some orders at old 
prices. In this way, there was a shade 
of improvement in business with some 
of the mills. However, a good many 
could not see even that much ofa 
change for the better. The limited sales 
generally made consisted of occasional 
car orders from customers who wanted 
a little flour to meet a consumptive 
trade. This business was perhaps not 


enough in volume to absorb the heavily 
curtailed output. 

Export business was not thought of. 
Mills were some two shillings out of 
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line with importers’ views, and there 
was usually no making sales. It was a 
common experience that foreigners were 
no more interested in clears than in 
patent, and the latter were found to be 
bas 4 hard to move. 

illfeed is in active demand for quick 
shipment at full prices. The light 
operation of the mills made it difficult 
to buy any kind of feed on track or to 
come out right away.

TRANSPORTATION AND FREIGHTS 


At Chicago tomorrow (April 21) will 
be held a meeting of railroad officials, 
to consider lake-and-rail freight rates, 
and shippers are hopeful that action 
will there be taken making rates two 
cents or more lower than they have been 
announced at. 


There is now an excess of freight cars 
in the northwest. This is a matter of 
deep concern to the railroads. On east- 
ern cars standing here with nothing to 
fill them, the local roads have to pay 20c 
per day rent. On this basis, the cost 
runs into money pretty fast. 


Morey S. Noble, general freight agent 
of the Mutual Transit Co., Buffalo, N. 
Y., was a visitor in the twin cities Fri- 
day and Saturday. Mr. Noble has a 
very kindly feeling toward the milling 
business, as in early days he was con- 
nected with one of the mills at Little 
Falls, Minn. 

The fact that there is comparatively 
little flour accumulated at lake ports, to 
go eastward at the opening of naviga- 
tion, is worrying the lake carriers. 8- 
ually there is a big bunch of such flour. 
However, this year northwestern mills 
have pursued the policy of not piling up 
flour at lake ports any more than they 
could help.

Among lake carriers, there is a dis- 
turbing fear of labor troubles. The 
captains of lake vessels have an organi- 
zation, and through it they demand a 
héavy increase in salaries for those who 
are masters of second-class boats. The 
lake lines deem - the vig ated pay asked 
for as prohibitory, and having in recent 
years been much harrassed by dictation 
from unions, they are disposed to refuse 
the demand of the captains. ‘There is 
apprehension that the differences may 
lead to trouble and seriously interfere 
with the departure and operation of 
boats on the lakes, The situation is be- 
ing watched from. Minneapolis with 
much concern, 


On the market page in this issue is 
given a statement of the shipments of 
flour by route from Minneapolis during 
the seven months of the present crop 
year, compared with the same period in 
1902-3. Though the shipments in this 
time were nearly 50,000 bbis smaller than 
in 1902-3, four roads materially increased 
their flour tonnage, i. e: Burlington & 
Quincy, 610,000 bbls; Great Western, 290,- 
000; Rock Island, 175,000; and Minneap- 
olis & St. Louis, 123,000. On the other 
hand there were losses of 645,000 bbls by 
the Milwaukee & St. Paul; ,000 by the 
Omaha; 273,000 by the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral; 108,000 by the Great Northern; 334,- 
000 by the Northern Pacific and 52,000 by 
the Soo. 

The Minneapolis Chamber of Com- 
merce, through its transportation com- 
mittee, has made a protest to the rail- 
roads as follows regarding discriminat- 
ing freight rates: For years past the 
rates from Missouri river points to Chi- 
cago have been practically ona parity 
with rates from the same points to 
Minneapolis, and rates from Missouri 
river points to Chicago have been sub- 
stantially higher than the rates from 
the northwest to Chicago. For years 
there has been a grain industry anda 
flour manufacturing industry in the 
northwest. Since arch 10 the tariff 
rate on wheat and flour from Missouri 
river points to Chicago has been four 
cents per 100 lbs, while the rate on wheat 
and flour from Minneapolis to Chicago 
is ten cents per 100 lbs. Since March 10 
the rate on wheat and flour from Mis- 
souri river points to Minneapolis has 
been nine cents per 100 lbs, and the rate 
on flour from Minneapolis to Missouri 
river points is fourteen cents. A further 
elaboration of the above figures could 
not more strikingly bring home to the 
minds of thinking men the excessive 
and prohibitive handicap under which 
we are attempting to do business. Par- 
enthetically we might add, that in trunk 
line territory wheat is going forward 
from Buffalo to seaboard at a rate of 
one-third of one cent per 100 lbs, against 
our flour rate rate of 9%c per 100 lbs 
from Buffalo to seaboard. If these rates 
continue, there will be no grain indus- 
try and no flour manufacturing industry 
in the northwest. This is not an aca- 
demic statement, but a Macedoniancry. 
We protest against a continuance of the 
present rates from the southwest to Chi- 
cago and tofMinneapolis, unless similar 
rates are granted to and from the north- 
west, and we most urgently insist that 
the relief be speedy. 


WHEAT IN THE NORTHWEST 


Jeff J. Brooks, wheat buyer for Bern- 
hard Stern & Sons, Milwaukee millers, 
bas been in Minneapolis several days 
picking up wheat. 


The bullish tenor of the weekly letter 
of J. W. Rush in the last issue of the 
Northwestern Miller, on the foreign 
wheat siuation, attracted unu:ual atten- 
tion in the grain trade. 


With the restricted demand for cash 
wheat, there is at present no call for 
southwestern wheat in the northwest. 
No. 3 hard is nominally quoted at 88@ 
89c f.o.b. Minneapolis and No. 2 hard at 
90@92c, 


Receipts of wheat at Minneapolis and 
Duluth for the week ended Saturday 
were 800,000 bus, against 722,000 in 1903 
and 655,000 in 1902. Stocks in public ele- 
vators at the same points are 1,318,000 
bus smaller than a year ago. 


Minneapolis mills last week ground 
approximately 600,000 bus of wheat. Re- 
ceipts (less shipments) were 514,500 bus, 
against 778,500 in preceding week, 429,- 
000 in 1903 and 380,000 in 1902. Public 
stocks for the week increased 237,000 
bus, making the stock in store in in- 
neapolis 12,047,000, against 11,987,000 a 
year ago and 11,272,000 in 1902. The mills 
are the current week likely to grind 
about 600,000 bus of wheat. 

Minneapolis wheat receipts last week 
—669,000 bus—decreased 326,000 bus, but 
were about as large as for the same week 
in 1903. North Dakota is reported swept 
unusually clean of wheat. Of course, 
the quantity held by farmers in that 
state, while generally believed to be 
very small, is unknown. Some eleva- 
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tor men think that more will come out 
after seeding is over than is now expect- 
ed. Terminal receipts are now coming 
from interior elevators of Minnesota 
and South Dakota, as it is being 
shipped out to avoid assessment for 
taxes on May 1. Receipts from farmers 
are almost nothing, as the roads are in 
very bad condition. 


With the mills, both at Minneapolis 
and at interior points, running only 
about half capacity, the demand for 
spot wheat is disappointing to the ele- 
vator companies and grain men. A 
very active call for wheat from country 
mills had been expected by the elevator 
men, but it is lacking, and they are not 
able to get the fat premium for their 
grain that was counted upon. Where a 
year ago, No. 1 northern sold at 2%c 
premium over May, and No. 2 at May 
price, No. 1 at present brings only 
about lc over May, while No. 2 sells at 
lc under May. Itis a little severe on 
the elevator men, but the millers have 
apparently got through running their 
mills when unable to sell flour, thereby 
maintaining the price of wheat on a fic- 
titious basis. ere ita case between 
the elevator companies and the farmers, 
the former would probably pursue a 
course along the line of self-preserva- 
tion, just as the millers are doing. 

The government report of the acreage 
and yield of wheat in the northwest for 
two years is of interest at this time, and

With normal conditions, the wheat 


acreage this year was generally expect- 
ed to be considerably increased. Of 
course, snowstorms, causing excessive 
moisture, especially in North Dakota, 
have made the situation somewhat un- 
favorable, and seeding will be more or 
less delayed in all three states. How- 
ever, that it will result in making the 
acreage smaller than counted upon, is 
a point that can not at this time be de- 
termined. 


NORTHWESTERN WHEAT CONSUMPTION 


The attached table shows the output 
of flour and approximate consumption 
of wheat at Minneapolis and Duluth, 
together with that of 39 ttoutside mills”’ 
with a daily capacity of 30,030 bbls, 
from Sept. 1, 1903, to April 9, 1904:

These figures represent the approxi- 
mate consumption of 3,445,000 bus less 
wheat this yearthan in 1902-3. This has 
occurred from the mills of Minneapolis 
and Duluth turning out 1,261,110 bbls 
less flour, equal to 5,675,509 bus of wheat, 
than last year. In contrast, the outside 
mills have increased their output to the 
extent of 495,710 bbls, or equal to 
2,230,500 bus of wheat. 


CEREALS AND FEED 








Cereal products continue very dull, 
and local cereal mills are being operat- 
ed on short time. 


While some brokers are still asking 
$4.80 for rolled oats in wood f.o.b. Min- 
neapolis, others are quoting $4.50. 


A local mill has sold bulk bran in 


Philadelphia for April shipment at 
$20.50 per ton. The branis very broad 
in quality. 


At Mason City, lowa, the lowa-Minne- 
sota Cereal Co. has been organized. 
The officers are: ‘I. A. Way, president; 
T. F. Danaher, vice-president; T. A. 
Potter, secretary; and RK. G. Maben, 
treasurer. 


Some Minneapolis mills report a call 
from interior mills for scattering cars 
of feed, indicating that the output is so 
much curtailed at outside points that 
the local supply of feed is not equal to 
the demand. 


Bran for season shipment is quotable 
at $17.75 per ton in 200-lb sacks f.o.b. 
Boston, but no business is being done. 
For May shipment, bran is quotable at 
$19.25@19.50 per ton in 200-1b sacks f.o.b. 
Boston and red-dog at $19.25 in 140-lb 
jute, 


Prevailing prices asked by Minnesota 
mills for millfeed delivered in 100-lb 
sacks at Iowa, Illinois and Wisconsin 
points; range about as follows in mixed 
cars: bran, $18@18.25 per ton; shorts, 
$19@19.25; mixed feed, $20@2U0.25; flour 
middlings, $20.50@20.75; red-dog, in 
140-lb jute sacks, $21@21.25, in 100-lb 
sacks, $21.25(@21.50. 
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Flour mills here and at Lockport ran 
only one-half to two-thirds time last 
week. The output locally was only 8,000 
bbls, compared with 22,250 the corre- 
sponding week of last year and 27,900 in 
1902. Local mills are counting on shut- 
ting down during a portion of this week. 

No improvement was seen in the flour 
situation locally during the last week. 
lf anything, in fact, the movement was 
in the other direction. There certainly 
were increased offerings of wheat here 
by outside millers and at prices show- 
ing a reduction of about ten cents a bar- 
rel on winter and of 15@20c per bbl on 
springs. Even at these reductions the 
sales were few. About the only busi- 
ness was in spot lots and at shaded 
prices. Flour was to be had between 
brokers at somewhat lower prices than 
it was being offered by millers and it 
was this flour that was being sold. Kan- 
sas mill offerings were not nearlyso 
large as those from the spring wheat 
mills. The Kansas millers continue 
to report wheat scarce. 

Local producers continued to quote 
the same price on spring patents they 
did last week, but each admitted the 
dullness and was plainly not as firm in 
his views as he was a week ago. Spring 
patents at $4.50 per bill were generally 
counted above the market by prospec- 
tive buyers. Local export agents report- 
ed no business possible with the other 
side. Bids from abroad were 40/@50c 
per bbl below working limits. 

Local mills picked up some of the 
choicest of the wheat and took their 
time in making selections. The offer- 
ings were extremely scanty and choice 
wheat was hard to find. 

There was a little brighter spot shown 
in the millfeed situation. Prices were 
up 25@50c per ton at $15.75 and mid- 
diings $16.75@17 per ton in bulk. The 
demand was quite good. 


THE WHEAT MARKET 


All the help given the speculative 
wheat market from the bullish govern- 
ment crop report was in anticipation. 


Before the figures came out the market, 


at the opening of last week, was strong- 
er, but the official announcement 
seemed to be only a signal for realizing 
sales. The colder weather, with its 
prospect of delaying the seeding of 
spring wheat inthe northwest, was an 
aid to the price later but it too failed 
finally. The close was easy. One of the 
features of the week’s operations was a 
general coming together of near and de- 
ferred months. In fact, the September 
actually made a fractional gain for the 
week as against a loss of nearly three 
cents for May. It was claimed thatthe 
crop damage, whatever it might be, 
should aftect new crop futures as well 
as old. As the latter were already much 
the higher, there was room for a com- 
promise. 

The trade is affected by the poor ex- 
port clearances and the dull flour trade. 
Considerable increase in speculative ac- 
tivity was shown but the volume of buy- 
ing from the producing sections was 
not at all in keeping with the number of 
crop damage reports that these sections 
were sending in. Whether the absence 
of demand was due to insincerity or 
inability to buy wasa matter of in- 
difference to the speculators who found 
the market without adequate support. 


FLOUR EXCHANGE ORGANIZED 
Thirty flour men, including millers’ 
agents, brokers, buyers and fiour mer- 


chants generally, met last Wednesda 
afternoon in the office of Charles 
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Meyer, and formulated plans for the 
new fiour organization to be known as 
the Chicago Flour Exchange which will 
be incorporated under the laws of this 
state and will be conducted, according 
to the plans so far matured, as aregular 
exchange. Thirty signatures were ob- 
tained as charter members and a com- 
mittee was named to perfect a constitu- 
tion and by-laws in order that one week 
later the organization may be complet- 
ed, including the election of officers and 


directors, and the filing with the secre- 


tary of state the request for a charter. 

The object of the Chicago Flour Ex- 
change is set forth thus: ‘'To maintain 
a commercial exchange; to faciiltate 
selling, buying, trading in and the 
handling of flour and mill products of 
every kind and description; to promote 
uniformity in the customs and usages 
of merchants and principles of justice 
and equity in trade; to adjust speedily 
business disputes; to acquire and dis- 
burse information and secure to its 
members the full benefits of co-opera- 
tion.”’ 

The meeting was called to order by 
Louis Armstrong who named as tem- 
porary chairman Harry Fox, manager 
of the Liberty bakery, owned by Dur- 
and & Kasper Co., and who are also 
wholesale grocers. Mr. Fox made an 
excellent presiding officer. He outlined, 
in a brief way, the object of the call for 
the meeting and then read a proposed 
constitution and by-laws as drafted 
by certain members who have been 
active in interesting the flour men in 
the exchange. The document was care- 
fully compiled and while considered 
favorably, was referred to a committee 
named for revision. This committee 
will not only meet before the next meet- 
ing to complete this task but will try to 
interest other men in the trade, espe- 
cially the flour buyers, in the exchange. 
One week’s time is allowed in which 
charter members may join. 

The committee consists of H.C. Pol- 
lock, Star & Crescent Milling Co; John 
E. Stephan, Hubbard Milling Co; V. 
Petersen, Petersen Bros. & Co; Charles 
H. Meyers, flour broker, and Fred Sey- 
forth, flour buyer for Reid, Murdock & 
Co., wholesale grocers. It will be seen, 
by the names mentioned, that the trade 
at large is represented, there being buy- 
ers, millers and sellers. Those present 
at the meeting, allof whom joined, with 
perhaps one or two exceptions, as charter 
members, were.as follows: F. G. Clark, 
of Norton & Co., H.C. Polloek of the 
Star & Crescent Milling Co., H. E. Wat- 
son of Seymour Carter, Gardner Mills;

Practically the same amount was car- 
ried in the mutual companies by the 
Richmond, Va., milling company. 


There is a very close inspection of 
cereal mills being made by some, if not 
all, the millers’ mutual) fire insur- 
ance companies. With two losses re- 
ported last week on the same cereal 
mill, at Quincy, J1l., the mutual com- 
panies are convinced that such risks are 
more hazardous than flour mills. Some 
of the mutual companies are declining 
cereal mills of all kinds, including 
corn mills. 

Robert 8S. Johnston, president of the 
Star & Crescent Milling Co., returned 
to Chicago Thursday after having spent 
several daysinthe west. Most of the 
time he was in Colorado Springs, Col., 


where Clinton Briggs, the founder 
of the Star & Crescent Milling Co., 
lives. Although Mr. Briggs is 84 years 
of-age, Mr. Johnston says that his 
health is very good for one of his age 
and he is fairly active. 


More or less trouble has arisen lately 
in Chicago, between the larger bread 
bakers and the retail grocers with re- 
gard to the cost. of bread at wholesale, 
andas a result a number of grocers 
have organized the Grocers’ Baking 
Co., which concern will manufacture 
tread to retail at five cents a pound 
loaf. Robert Bryce, who for years has 
been engaged in the baking business, 
is one of the principals in the project. 


Oton Niekler, a millowner at Torreon, 
Mexico, was a visitor here late in the 
week and will remain here ten days. 
Mr. Niekler has visited Chicago before; 
in fact, he takes a regular yearly vaca- 
tion, believing that it is to his interest 
to do so. Speaking of trade in Mexico, 
he said that it is very satisfactory and 
from what he had been told of condi- 
tions in the north he did not believe he 
has any complaint to make. 


Atthe meeting of the eastern traffic 
officials here last week it was decided 
not to make the usual spring reductions 
eastbound from Chicago on grain and 
grain products. ‘This leaves the freight 
schedules the same as throughout the 
winter. Lake-and-rail rates will be two 
cents less than the all-rail. Philadel- 
phia will continue to get a differential 
of two cents below New York on grain 
products, and Baltimore a differential 
of three cents. On grain the differen- 
tials are only one and one and one-half 
cents respectively. 


Lake captains are standing on their 
original demands, and they claim afull 
season’s salary, no matter how late the 
freight steamers start. They have also 
issued circulars to all members of the 
association forbidding them to start 
until they have received instructions 
from their local lodge. This leaves the 
situation as to lake navigation about 
where it was a week ago, although afew 
branches of the service have signed 
scales at about the same rates as last 
year. No chartering of grain room was 
done last week. he Welland canal 
will be opened April 25.

The mills which report their weekly 
output of flour to this office made 7,320 
bbls during the six days ending last 
Saturday, which figures are about the 
same as those representing the output 
of the previous week. For the corre- 
sponding period a year ago the figures 
are not offered in all the reports; there- 
fore a total can not be given. 

The amount of rye flour made shows 
a slight decrease, there having been 
3,17 bbls made, as compared with 3,500 
bbls the previous week. 

Dull trade in flour prevails throughout 
the state. This applies to the local as 
well as the shipping business. There is 
little contained in the weekly reports 
of general interest. There is, however a 
good demand for feed of all kinds and 
tree selling still continues. 

The poor conditions of the roads have, 
no doubt, been a drawback to millers 
who depend largely upon the farmers’ 
trade, for in most of the weekly advices 
it-is noticed that receipts of grain con- 
tinue light owing to the poor roads. 
The weather of the week has not stimu- 
lated trade. A heavy snow fell in some 
parts of the northern half of the state. 

Rye fiour is selling fairly well, but 
most of the millers are having difficul- 
ty in getting grain. 

George L. Lord, a pioneer resident of 
Waupaca, Wis., died April 15, aged 79 
years. He located at Waupaca in 1849, 
and built and operated the first flouring 
mill in that part of the country.

For- 
eign business is entirely out of the ques- 
tion. The demand for feed is excellent 
at good prices. If weather conditions 
are favorable, think seeding will begin 
by April 18. This will be about one 
week later than last year. ‘Think there 
will be about the same amount of wheat 
seeded as in 1903, in our territory. 

F.C. Zuelsdorf, Minto, N. D: No 
new feature in flour. Have had to shut 
down on account of not getting ship- 
ping directions. Seeding will not com- 
mence for some time, on account of re- 
cent snow storms,

Owing to the dullness which has per- 
meated the domestic as well as foreign 
markets, flour closed weak and neglect- 
ed at a decline of 20c per bbl, choice hard 
spring patents in wood being quoted at 
$4.90@5, although some of the millers 
held their product 10c higher than these 
figures. Reselling by buyers whose pur- 
chases ‘ast summer and fall netted them 
a good iaargin of profit, prevented mil!- 
ers from doing much business outside 
of bt eg, the wants of regular cus- 
tomers in a limited way, and the bids 
received were usually too low to accept 
in view of the prices which good milling 
grades of wheat commanded. There was 
absolutely nothing done for export. 
Shipping directions came in with moi- 
erate freedom during the early part of 
the week, but as a rule they were disap- 
pointing to millers, with the result that 
at the close only two mills were in oper:- 
tion, and these running on half time. 

There was a fairly active demand for 
rye flour at the prices quoted the week 
before, $3.90@4 for choice city brands 
in wood and $3.40@3.50 country product 
in sacks, though before the advance in 
the price of grain in the early portion of 
the week it was reported that some sales 
were niade ten cents below these figures. 

The flour production was again re- 
duced, only four mills being in opera- 
tion during the week. The total output 
was 11,460 bbls, against 14,800 the precei- 
ing week, 28,050 last year, 39,150 in 192 
and 44,700 in 1901. 

There was a slight increase in the 
amount as well as an improvement in 
the quality of the wheat offered for sa!e, 
but millers’ purchases were of only mod- 
erate quantities. Shippers and ware- 
housemen were practically out of the 
market, and as a result a considerable 
portion of the daily receipts was left on 
the tables unsold. Winter wheat was 
neglected and prices were aimost entire- 
ly nominal in the absence of business. 

Flour shipments eastward were con- 
siderably larger, as the amount of 
freight room was liberal, really exceed- 
ing the requirements of local millers for 
the first time since the close of naviza- 
tion last fall. All the across-lake lines 
were in full operation and the car sup- 
ply exceeded the demand from flour and 
feed shippers.

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‘the flourjtrade showed a slight im- 
provement over the lifeless condition it 
has been in during the past three weeks. 

Yhe improvement, however, was only 
in domestic business; export conditions 
still remained unfavorable and prices 
were out of line. There was one fair- 
sized sale made to Hamburg, but aside 
from this no other business was report- 


ed for export. Inquiries were more 
plentiful from the domestic buyers, 
which apparently showed that they 


would be in the market shortly. 

\ good many more sales could have 
been made had millers been willing to 
take lower prices than the market. This, 
however, they refused todo. A number 
of the mills are still down and will re- 
main down until business shows an im- 
provement. Itis probable that one or 
two of the larger local mills will start 
up this week. The outside country mills 
are all running very lightly, and some 
ofthem are closed down. Those that 
have an exclusively southern business, 
are perhaps running the heaviest. 

The feed market continued in a dull 
state, owing to the very light offerings, 
caused by a number of miils being shut 
down, and having no offal to dispose of. 
The demand from the east was not good, 
and for that reason prices did not ad- 
vance. There was, however, an unusual 
iemand for feed, from nearby mills. 
‘bese mills wanted feed with which to 
supply their local demand, as they were 
not turning out enough to supply their 
regular trade, and the offerings on the 
market were not sufficient to supply 
this demand from the mills. 

he condition of the wheat market re- 
inained unchanged, and sellers of cash 
wheat found it exceedingly hard to dis- 
pose of their receipts, for the demand 
from local and nearby mills was light. 
(he receipts were small and the eleva- 
tor stocks of No. 2 red wheat did not 
show much decrease.

MILLS TRYING ALSOP PROCESS 


Chat several of the large soft winter 
vheat mills have made arrangements 
o install the new Alsop process is not 
oubted. It is also apparent that quite 
a number are becoming more interested, 
‘nd are likely to join the procession 
efore long. It is not believed that 
‘hese mills are actually paying in ad- 
vance the price asked, but are merely 
putting itin on trial. It is understood 
‘hat the mills installing the process are 
iven protection in the event of the 
patents not being sustained, and if 
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they are not satisfied with results after 
using it fora certain length of time, 
they are at liberty to discontinue the 
use of it. 

Philip Heyde, superintendent miller 
for the owners of the process, was in St. 
Louis last week. He said there was 
nothing further that he could say, and 
now that the drawings had been shown 
in connection with the British patent as 
published in the Northwestern Miller, 
he could not see that there was longer 
anything of a secret nature pertaining 
to the apparatus. He said that the pat- 
ents on the apparatus would be issued 
very shortly, and then anyone who cared 
to could examine the entire equipment. 

Mr. Heyde said also that there was no 
intention on the part of his company 
to hoodwink or mislead millers, but he 
considered that it had something which 
would be of general benefit to the trade; 
hence it felt that it should be entitled to 
whatever it could get out of it. 

Those who are identified with the 
owners of the patents all say that the 
vapor does not contain ozone. Itis 
claimed that ozone will not stand a 
higher temperature than 400 degrees of 
heat, whereas the heat generated by this 
apparatus is said to reach a temperature 
of over 6,000 degrees. 

Millers siete A are skeptical as to 
whether it ever will be possible to have 
patents issued on the process, although

they admit that patents might be issued 
on the apparatus. 

There seems to be no doubt that pat- 
ents will shortly be issued on the ap- 
paratus, and the method as applying to 
flour. The patent on the process will 
not be issued for a while, and the owners 
claim they have certain reasons for not 
having it issued immediately. They are 
confident, however, that they can get 
patents whenever they wish to. Millers 
think the reason for not obtaining the 
process patent with the others is that the 
owners are unable to doso. There are 
good reasons to believe that a certain St. 
Louis milling concern, which has mills 
at outside points, has made arrange- 
ments to install the process in one of its 
mills in one of the southern states. 

Many visiting millers who have in- 
vestigated the process are willing to 
admit that the system has its advan- 
tages, but some are inclined to believe 
its accomplishments have been some- 
what over-rated. One man has figured 
out that it would take two years before 
sufficent profits would be made to pay 
for the right to use the process, and the 
necessary machinery. By that time, 
this miller thinks, the process may be 
in general use, and the advantage will 
have been done away with. 

A. R. Byrd, R. M. MeCombs, Philip 
Heyde and others connected with the 
ownership of the Alsop process in the 
United States were all in St. Louis 
this last week, and while here held a 


meeting, presumably to discuss the 
advisability of issuing some of the pat- 
ents as soon as possible.

JAMES N. ALSOP 


THE INVENTOR OF THE ALSOP 
PROCESS OF TREATING FLOUR 


James Nathaniel Alsop was born near 
Owensboro, Ky., July 30, 1866, and was 
educated in the public and private 
schools of Owensboro. Deciding in his 
youth to make engineering his profes- 
sion, he pursued that branch of his edu- 
cation two years ata private school at 
Owensboro, and in 1886 was given his 
degree as C. E. at Bowling Green, Ky. 
His first work as engineer was in the 
construction of the Owensboro city 
railway, in 1886-1887, and the construc- 
tion of the Henderson, Ky., street rail- 
way in 1887. 

In the autumn of 1887, he was first as- 
sistant locating engineer of the Owens- 
boro, Vincennes & Oakland City Rail- 
road, which ran through Kentucky and 
Indiana. In 1888 he was the chief locat- 
ing engineer of the Owensboro, Falls of 
Rough & Green River Railroad, which 
has now become a part of the system of 
the Illinois Central. In 1893, he was the 
chief electrical engineer and manager 
of the Owensboro City Railway Co., 
which constructed about ten miles of 
track in and about the city; and in 1894 
and 1895, he was chief engineer of the 
Henderson Electric Street Railway Co. 
In 1896, he constructed the Clarksville, 
Tenn., electric street railway. 

Mr. Alsop has been from his earliest 





: youth an extraordinary mechanic and, 


in 1889, while manager of the Owensboro 

Jity Railway Co. he patented an auto- 
matic change-maker for the use of mo- 
tormen on street cars. 

Mr. Alsop has been pursuing his dis- 
coveries in the electrical field for about 
twelve years, and in 1899 evolved a proc- 
ess for making a perfect steel die from 
an engraved surface. These dies are 
cast in finest tool steel. Thisis still a 
secret process, and no patent has ever 
been applied for. The process for treat- 
ing flour was first discovered and de- 
veloped in Mr. Alsop’s private labora- 
tory near Owensboro, where he has pur- 
sued and completed all his discoveries, 
and was first put into commercial use 
in the mills of the Cape County Milling 
Co. at Jackson, Mo. The analyses of 
the gas used in the flour process were 
made in 1903 by Professor Brackett 
Henry, professor of physics, Princeton 
University, Professor McLanahan, as- 
sistant professor of physics at Prince- 
ton, and Professor Charles E. Munroe, 
professor of chemistry, Columbian Uni- 
versity, at Washington, D.C. 

The above is a brief sketch of the re- 
markably active and busy life of Mr. 
Alsop, who isa modest and unassum- 
ing man, and one who has always 
shunned notoriety.

No:seeding done. Ground still covered 
with snow. 
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The greatest depression prevails in 


the flour trade. Mills sold hardly any 
flour last week and most of them ran 
very short time all of the week or were 
idle a part, if not all, of it. Old orders 
are now practically cleaned up and there 
is nothing to look forward to save a re- 
vival in the trade; and this few millers 
anticipate witnessing soon. All reports 
from buyers indicate that the trade is 
well stocked with flour and that no fur- 
ther buying is to be expected within the 
next few weeks. The most sanguine of 
the millers hereabouts are hopeful of an 
earlier revival but they are not prepared 
to establish their prophecy by anything 
more substantial than a ‘thunch.”’ 

For the present only domestic buyers 
within the limits of a well-defined terri- 
tory in the central states are taking any 
fiour. These buyers want only what 
they need just now and they demand the 
last concession in price. In large east- 
ern markets no mill is doing anything. 
Advices from New York indicate the 
greatest possible dullness with no pros- 
pect of a more satisfactory condition. 
In the large markets of the eastern 
states, conditions are reported so dead 
that not even marked reductions in mill 
values would stimuiate buying. 

The other side offers no encourage- 
ment. A mill here and there in the 
southwest had a cable or two during the 
week. The best one reported was 23s 6d 
net c.i.f. London. Millers could scarce- 
ly consider anything under 26s 6d or 27s. 

Mill prices have held up wonderfully 
well in the face of the adverse condi- 
tions. One thing that has had the effect 
of stiffening backbones has been a prob- 
able scarcity of wheat later in the sea- 
son. While this scarcity is by no means 
certain, the pronounced indications of 
its probability have been the means of 
causing millers to go slow on slaughter- 
ing flour made from stock wheat; the 
effect has been to keep up prices to a de- 
gree and to prevent the slashing of 
values which ordinarily accompanies a 
season such as the present one,—though 
this is without precedent in dullness. 

Values of Kansas straight patents for 
export or large eastern markets are held 
around $3.90/@4 in jute at Kansas City. 
For the central states trade similar 
grades are held at $4.20@4.30 in quarter 
cotton sacks. 

Millfeed is in good demand locally 
and in mixed cars for shipment in what 
may be regarded as purely local south- 
western territory. 

Milling wheat is in better supply and 
with mills using but a little of it and 
bidding up to or higher than the Kan- 
sas City basis in the country, a good 
masy Kansas mills are gathering in 
stocks. 

Mills are running half timeor are idle. 
At Kansas City all of the mills ran a 
part of the week but not asingle mill 
made a full run. The output was in- 
creased by reason of all mills running 
apart of the time instead of most of 
them being shut down as was the case 
a week ago. The output for the week 
was 22,250 bbls, as compared with 9,750 
the week previons, aud 39,000 a year ago. 


FIRST KANSAS CROP REPORT 


The Kansas department of agriculture 
issued from the office of Secretary F. 
D. Coburn last Friday the first report of 
the year on the condition of tne grow- 
ing wheat in Kansas. On account of 
the widespread interest in the present 
Kansas condition, a large part of the re- 
pers is quoted below. It is to be remem- 

ered thatthe reports of Secretary Co- 
burn_are considered vastly more reli-

able than those of any other state de- 
partment: 

The wheat area of 1903 was returned 
by assessors as 5,911,906 acres; in De- 
cember the growers estimated the sow- 
ing for this year’s crop as four per cent 
less, or a total approximating 5,67C,000 
acres. Of this the consensus of corre- 
spondents’ reports now is that but little 
in the properly wheat-growing territory, 
except probably in a half-dozen coun- 
ties, seems such a failure that it will be 
plowed up, and the present average 
condition for the state, as a whole, the 
good with the bad, is 83.5 per cent, as 
against 97.8 in 1903, 74 in 1902, and 99.8in 
1901, at about the same dates. As is 
commonly known, the winter just past 
was exceedingly mild and the precipi- 
tation unusually scant. 

While the growing wheat in many sec- 
tions is not advanced so far as it ordin- 
arily is atthe time of year the plant is 
reported of good vitality and rapidly 
responding to the improved conditions 
following the recent quite general rains. 
Ina majority of the count.es the soil 
and weather conditions are now condu- 
cive to good growth and development. 
Asa rule, the circumstances last fall 
were favorable for sowing and much of 
the promise in the present outlook is 
doubtless due in large measure to the 
saturated condition of the soil then. 
Nevertheless, in the western counties 
mostly where wheat is not a main crop, 
many fields will be devoted to other 
crops. 

In the so-called ‘'wheat belt,’’ where 
the larger areas are, the plant promises 
well, barring local exceptions, as is the 
case also in the entire area to the east- 
ward or extending overa trifle more 
than the eastern two-thirds of the state. 
There is some disquietude in quarters 
where rain has not been opportune and 
especially in instances where wheat was 
sown late. Reports suggest that April 
showers and sunshine may be expected 
materially to improve the prospects. 

Of the 105 counties, twenty in the cen- 
tral.third of the state, or Sumner, Bar- 
ton, Rush, Reno, Ellis, McPherson, 
Rice, Stafford, Pawnee, Harper, Sedg- 
wick, Kingman, Russell, Pratt, Elis- 
worth, Saline, Mitchell, Rooks, Os- 
borne and Dickinson, named in accord- 
ance with their rank in acreage, contain 
56.7 per cent of the state’s area. Pains- 
taking analyses of the returns from 
these counties reveal a condition of the 
growing wheat averaging 84.8 pre cent, 
on the basis of 100 as a good, satisfac- 
tory condition. The area of these twen- 
ty counties in addition to the eighteen 
counties having successively the next 
largest acreages, or Harvey, Ottawa, 
Lincoln, Edwards, Cloud, Cowley, 
Marion, Phillips, Ness, Decatur, Gra- 
ham, Norton, Rawlins, Clay, Smith, 
Ford, Barber and Thomas respectively, 
constitute over 80 per cent of the Kansas 
wheat field, and its average condition 
is 84 per cent, ranging from 100 per cent 
in Harvey county to 50 per cent in 
Decatur. 

The remaining 67 counties have less 
wheat area than was sown in the five 
counties of Sumner, Barton, Rush, Reno 
and Ellis. In the strictly wheat-pro- 
ducing territory the condition of the 
growing wheat is regarded by corre- 
spondents as encouraging, butin anum- 
ber of the counties in such district the 
soil is not the most favorable for vigor- 
ous growth.

G. I. Toevs of the Lindsborg (Kansas) 
Milling & Elevator Co. is at the head of 
the company which has let the contract 
for a new mill at Claflin, Kansas. Mr. 
Toevs’ name was given as Toover in 
this department last week by reason of 
an error of the telegraph company in 
transmitting the message. 


Fred L. Williamson of F. L. William- 
son & Co., Clay Center, Kansas, was 
here Thursday on his way home from a 
trip in Illinois. After the Federation 
convention in Chicago, which he attend- 
ed as a delegate, he visited his former 
home in Illinois and took advantage of 
the opportunity to call on some of his 
customers. He reports flour trade very 
dull indeed. 

A company has been formed here to 
pipe gas to Kansas City fom the fields 
of southeast Kansas. Lighting gas is 
very cheap here, the consumer’s price 
being but $1 per 1,000 feet, but gas is not 
used for fuel to any extent. It seems im- 


a that natural gas can be brought 
ere sufficiently cheaply to make its use 
for manufacturing possible in competi- 
ton with coal at the low cost at which it 
can be obtained here. 


A Kansas City grain concern was last 
week interested in a certain hedging 
transaction and in seeking information 
wired its correspondent at Minneapolis 
asking for the cause of the strength in 
the May price in that market and the 
evident weakness in hog 8 The reply it 
received was filled with information; it 
ran like this: ‘tMay higher because of 
strength in May wheat; July weak be- 
cause of lack of inclination to buy that 
delivery.” 


The Davis Milling Co. of St. Joseph 
Mo., has been incorporated by local 
capitalists with a capital stock of $100,- 
000. The corporation will take over the 
Davis mill property which was sold sev- 
eral weeks ago by the trustee, C. F. En- 
right. The disposition of the property 
has not yet been fully decided but it is 
probable that the mill will be put in 
operation within a monthor so. The 
property has been idle for several 
months. 


The first sample of the new bleached 
flour seen here was exhibited last week. 
The flour was made from Missouri soft 
wheat and its whiteness elicited favor- 
able comment from the millers who saw 
it. Kansas City millers have not be- 
come greatly excited over the new proc- 
ess but are watching developments 
carefully and most of them are more or 
less strong in the belief that the process 
is good enough probably to lead to its 
general adoption. 


A letter from a southern Illinois mill- 
er occasioned much amusement on 
*change here last week. The letter was 
in reply to one addressed to the miller 
making inquiry as to the amount of 
Hessian fiy damage in [Illinois and ask- 
ing facetiously if the fly had also dam- 
aged the old wheat. The miller’s reply 
stated that the fly was in the fields to 
some extent, that it had eaten up theold 
wheat, and that, so far as he could see, 
it had even eaten up or carried off every 
buyer of flour in the land. 


The past week witnessed weather fa- 
vorable for the continued prosperity of 
the growing crop. The weather was cool 
for the most part with some precipita- 
tion, and conditions generally helpful to 
wheat in that they kept it from a too 
rapid growth immediately following its 
recovery from the long dormant condi- 
tion. No more fitting weather could be 
planned and with a continuation of 
rains the prosperity of the plant over all 
of Kansas is assured. There are reports 
from the most western part of Kansas 
indicating much damage from ‘'procras- 
tinated precipitation” assome one puts 
it, but the acreage there is small and 
the reports need not occasion alarm re- 
garding the situation over the state asa 
whole. On ’change here there are many 
well-informed men who are willing to 
hazard their reputations on the state- 
ment that with continued favorable con- 
ditions Kansas will not fall much below 
its last year’s production. 


H. K. Humphrey of the Security Mill- 
ing Co., Abilene, Kansas, will be mar- 
ried Wednesday to Miss Carrie Johntz, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John Johntz 
of Abilene. Mr. Humphrey is to be con- 
gratulated upon securing a bride who 
comes of a milling family. Her father 
was one of the earlier millers in central 
Kansas and for many years was one of 
the owners of the mill at Abilene now 
owned by Mr. Humphrey’s company. 
On the sale of the mill two years ago, he 
retired from active part in milling but 
still has other large interests in and 
about Abilene. Mr. Humphrey, since 
coming to the southwest, has made a 
marked success in business and has 
given his mill a position among the 
most active and well-known mill enter- 
prises of the state. He was formerly as- 
sistant manager of the Sheffield Milling 
Co., Faribault, Minn., a position which 
gave him valuable experience and 
which he has not failed to employ suc- 
cessfully as the head of a business of 
his own.

The proposition to erect a flour mill 
at Black Diamond, Cal., is meeting with 
success, and a $30,000 plant is expected 
to be in operation there ina few montlis. 

The government will open bids April 
16 for 450,000 lbs of flour and on Apri! 18 
for 75,000 lbs. The shipments last 
month by the government to Manila 
amounted to 2,196 bbls. 

Several of the flour mills in the interi- 
or of the state will close down before the 
new season for the purpose of overhai!- 
ing. The trade is very dull and the loss 
therefore small. The Sperry mill at 
Chico is having a lot of new machinery 
installed. 


The flour market remains excessiv:! 
dull. Exports during the week amou 
ed to barely 4,000 bbls, and for thes 
son they are more than 80,000 bbls less 
than a year ago and more than 250,'\0 
less than two years ago. Stocks of 
wheat are very low and the price of flour 
consequently is so high that not much 
business may be looked for until nex 
season. 

The wheat outlook in the state at ‘ic 
present writing gives promise of a yi«'< 
of 650,000 to 700,000 tons, but much ‘e- 
pends on the weather during April a 
May. With an average rainfall duri 
these months and fairly cool weath © 
the crop will come up to expectatio!

Feed con- 
tinues to be sought for, and sells sone d 
on a higher basis than during the preced- 
ing week. The demand is for prompt 
shipment, bayers generally preferring 
to wait rather than to make contracts 
for demand shipment. 


George TT. Evans, Indianapolis: 
Flour trade continues dull, increasing- 
ly so if anything. The domestic trade 
is buying restrictedly. Wheat also con- 
tinues difficult to buy, but with trade so 
slow, one can much easier buy wheat 
than he can sell flour. The growing 
crop arouses diversity of opinion. 
While none say that its condition is 
high, many feel that the wheat plant is 
still alive, and with seasonable spring 
weather, which we have not yet had, it 
will grow and showa rapid improve- 
ment in condition. Certainly the wheat 
looks very poor, the growth being very 
slight. Farmers should act very slowly 
about plowing up, as this identical sit- 
uation has happened before, when wheat 
that was not considered alive finally 
yielded twenty bushels to the acre. 

Loughry Bros., Monticello: The 
conditions, as applying to flour trade, 
remain unchanged. Feed orders and 
inquiries are brisk. The weather is 
backward for oats sowing. We can not 
have more than a half crop of wheat 
judging from the present outlook. 


OHIO 


The Davis Mill Co., Shelby: The 
week has been without marked buying 
of either flour or feedstuffs. Domestic 
trade is light and foreign buyers are 
bidding below cost of production. 
Wheat for milling purposes is in light 
supply. 

Lexington Roller Mills Co., Lexing- 
ton: There is no special change in the 
flour situation this week. Trade is still 
dull. Millfeed sells readily at full 
prices and the supply is not equal tothe 
demand. 

KENTUCKY 


The millers and grain dealers of Han- 
cock county, Indiana, met at Greenfield, 
Ind., last Tuesday for the purpose of 
forming an association which will be 
known as the Hancock County Grain 
Dealers’ & Millers’ Association. The 
following were temporarily elected to 
act until a permanent organization is 
formed: W. S. Freigs of Greenfield, 
chairman, and A. Grist of Mohawk, 
secretary. Another meeting has been 
called for some time in May to complete 
the organization of a permanent asso- 
ciation, which will act in unison with 
other Indiana organizations of a simi- 
lar character, to further the interests of 
the trades in general. 

A new board of trade has been formed 
in Cincinnati to replace the old one and 
to take over the effects of the old or- 
ganization. The principal object of 
this new board will be to watch the 
interests of the shippers against rail- 
roads in courts and before the interstate 
commerce commission.

The Ohio Valley Milling Co.’s mill at 
Hawesville, Ky., burned a week ago 
last Saturday.

R. J. O’Donnell, Eagle Roller Mill 
Co., New Ulm, Minn: Domestic trade 
in flour very quiet for the week, falling 
off considerably. Export business is 
still a minus quantity; we do not think 
it will pick up until wheat is consider- 
ably lower. Feed is firm and being over- 
sold, we have none to offer for prompt 
shipment. Aside from the cold weather 
which we have been experiencing, con- 
ditions for seeding are favorable. But 
with mercury twelve to fifteen degrees 
below freezing point, not much work in 
this direction can be done, and it will 
require two or three days more good 
sunshine to bring about favorable con- 
ditions. The snowstorms did not reach 
this section of the state, and they will 
have no effect here on wheat acreage,

Domestic trade has had a bad spell of 
sickness, but there are now some signs 
of recovery. Demand for feed is good 
and better prices are obtained for spot 
shipments. Little seeding has yet been 
done in this locality, but with good 
weather this week, the farmers will 
make rapid progress.

The millers had more business last 
week than in the previous one, but the 
increase was not enough to brag of. A 
few sales were made for export, but the 
greater part of the business was to do- 
mestic trade. Foreign bids are not 
brisk, which indicates that the needs 
on the other side are not pressing. 
Shipping instructions on old sales to 
domestic trade are coming in slowly 
which indicates that buyers are well 
stocked. Prospective buyers will not 
take more than they are compelled to 
while present premiums exist for cash 
wheat over futures. 

The mills are still curtailing their 
output and none of them is running 
full capacity. The flour production was 
17,500 bbls, against 15,500 the previous 
week, and 25,600 the corresponding 
week last year. 

Millfeed is in very active demand, es- 
pecially for quick shipment, and sellers 
have been able to dispose of all that 
was offered, at 50c to a dollar a ton ad- 
vance, 

There was another erratic wheat mar- 
ket last week, with daily fluctuations 
of acent. Bad crop reports were the 
incentive for some advance, but on all 
advances the market found plenty of 
sellers, and crop inquiry reports were 
not credited generally as they were not 
accompanied by buying orders. 

Country elevators or farmers are not 
selling any wheat, but millers find no 
difficulty in satisfying their wants from 
other grain centers. The demand for 
cash wheat from interior mills has 
been fair but not enough to absorb the 
receipts. However, cash wheat closed at 
about the same price us it did a week 
ago. The receipts were 136 cars, against 
93 the previous week and 47 a year ago. 
The stock in store is 215,000 bus, com- 
pared with 758,600 last year. 

There has been no growing weather 
that would afford an accurate account- 
ing of the amount of damage done by 
winter killing. 

Corn demand was good, with sellers 
able to obtain better prices relative to 
futures than of late. Stocks here are 
well placed for shipment, and dealers 
have difficulty in procuring corn to fill 
orders, as country offerings are prac- 
tically nothing.

Louisville 


Special Correspondence 


While the manufactured product in 
Louisville is selling right up to the vol- 
ume of production, lassitude prevails 
on most of the outside brands, so far as 
the brokers are concerned. The millers 
are having a good trade, and are run- 
ning from full time down to a daylight 
run, as the demands require, though the 
rule for the past two weeks has been full 
time. Prices are steady, and no im- 
mediate change is contemplated. The 
brokers are complaining that the trade 
is waiting to digest the holdings stored 
at the time of the grain boom about six 
weeks ago, when the vision of $1.25 
wheat floated before the eyes of almost 
every retailer as well as grain dealer in 
this state. A run was made on the bro- 
kers at that time forthe surplus of buy- 
ingwhich the mills here could not accom- 
modate, and the result was that the ani- 
mated trade experienced at that time 
has given place toa dullness more keen- 
ly felt on account of the briskness that 
went before. 

The grain men are doing almost noth- 
ing. The receipts of wheat forthe week 
ending today, April 16, were only 25 cars 
for the whole city of Louisville, an ab- 
normal depression in the movement that 
can not continue for any great length of 
time. The south is not placing orders 
with any resolution, and buyers are 
strangely vacillating. Wheat in Louis- 
ville is worth $1.02 per bu for No, 2 grain, 
while corn is selling at 54@54'<c per bu. 


WASHBURN-CROSBY CO. BUYS MILU 


The John T. Rabbeth Milling Co.’s mill 
at Louisville has been transferred to the 
Washburn-Crosby Co. of Minneapolis, 
for the consideration of $55,000. The le- 
gal details of the transfer were attended 
to by John Crosby of Minneapolis, who 
came here for the purpose. he Wash- 
burn-Crosby Co. had held an option on 
the plant eleven months, and the deci- 
sion to purchase the plant and invade 
the southern field at closer range is a 
plan that will involve material develop- 
mentin the flour milling interests of 
Louisville. The John T. Rabbeth plant 
has a capacity of 600 bbls a day, which 
will be increased to 2,000 bbls, and other 
improvements will be made, including 
the erection of a 100,000-bu elevator. The 
expenditures in ag ead the plant 
will approximate $100,000, under the 
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present plans, and it is said without of- 
ficial confirmation that even further 
steps will be taken by the Washburn- 
Crosby Co. to expand its properties in 
Louisville. 

In addition to the distribution of the 
product made at the local mill, the com- 
pany will make of Louisville the dis- 
tributing point for flour from its other 
mills in the northwest, and flour ship- 
ments will be decidedly expanded from 
this point. Earl I. Best is the manager 
of the Louisville plant, and associated 
with him is John T. Rabbeth, the for- 
mer owner of the mill, who will be re- 
tained. Mr. Rabbeth came to Louisville 
from Clarksville, Tenn., and established 
his mill. He has been in the business 
thirty years, and Mr. Best also is an ex- 
perienced miller. 


HIGHER FREIGHT RATES 


Louisville traffic officials have re- 
ceived notice that on eastern shipments 
of grain and grain products the rate will 
be two cents higher this summer than 
last. At the close of lake navigation 
last fall, the railroads routing their busi- 
ness by way of Chicago, announced an 
advance of two cents per 100 lbs on all 
eastern shipments. It is announced 
that the margin allowed for lake com- 
petition in the past will be discontinued 
this summer, and no change in the rate 
will be made. 

The business from the west to the 
southwest, however, is one cent per 100 
lbs better off than a year ago, as the 
three-cent basis of shrinkage at Louis- 
ville has been restored, supplanting the 
two-cent basis which was in effect more 
than a year, and caused widespread dis- 
content among the grain shippers.

The flour situation shows no material 
change from that of a week ago. North- 
western representatives say there is 
nothing doing and little prospect of 
improvement, as delayed receipts are 
now reaching destination points. One 
good feature of the business is that mill- 
ers recognize the fact that the output 
must be curtailed in order to hold 
prices. ‘‘It’s horse sense,” in the opin- 
ion of manufacturers and in this section 
there will be a general shut-down as 
soon as the accumulation warrants, 
which time, from present indications, is 
not a long way off. 

Winter wheat flour is not being forced 
on the market, millers accepting bids 
only when price and prospects of ob- 
taining the wheat are equal. Local 
trade is reported improving for blended 
flours and so far no change has been 
made in quotations. 

Feeds are in demand, and with every- 
body picking up spot stuff as fast as 
offered, prices are decidedly strong. 
Local mills have cleaned up all offer- 
ings, also possible production the next 
month. This strength was predicted 
last week but was assisted greatly by 
the past two days of the most severe 
winter weather known during April in 
35 years. With western offerings light 
for immediate shipment prospects are 
excellent for a higher market here this 
week. f 

Cornmeal is strong, for the better 
grades, and mills are busy. Hominy 
isin good request and steadier. Oil- 
meal is in fair demand.

Complaints of delays on several roads 
in this city continue and without reason, 
if the shipper is right in his opinion. 
Cars are held up here for two weeks, it 
is claimed, simply on account of lack 
of system on the part of those in charge. 
One road in particular seems to be 
blockaded at all times and with stuff 
which could, under better management, 
be forwarded within 24 hours. 

Stocks of wheat in store here were 
reduced 221,000 bus this last week, leav- 
ing 825,000 bus, against 575,000 last year. 
Last year the receipts of flour by lake 
from the opening to April 18, amounted 
to 76,300 bbls and of all kinds of grain 
5,750,000 bus. There is no prospect of 
anything reaching this port in the next 
two weeks, although itis the general 
opinion among vesselmen here that a 
powerful steamer could break her way 
through the fifty miles of ice.

"Last week one mill ran full time, and 

two part of the week, resulting in a 
flour output of 17,000 bbls. The quan- 
tity turned out last year, during a like 
period, was 10,500. A break in the ma- 
chinery of one of the mills necessitated 
a shutdown for a few days, but it will 
be started again as soon as repairs can 
be made. Another mill is down for an 
indefinite period, leaving only onein 
operation today. 

The dullness in flour continues, and 
last week’s market was a repetition of 
the previous week’s. Millers without 
exception report the demand at a stand- 
still, the only redeeming feature in the 
milling business being the strong de- 
mand for feed. Prices have been low- 
ered, owing to the break in wheat and 
as an inducement for buyers to take 
hold more freely, but as yet mills have 
not been able to dispose of any great 
amount. 

Dealers generally seem to be well sup- 
plied with flour and what orders are 
booked are scattered and for small 
amounts for actual needs. In the dis- 
tribution of flour sold, the domestic 
markets continue to take the greater 
part, with only a meager amount going 
abroad. Flour stocks are now 237,400 
bbls, against 387,845 last year. 

Grain arrivals last week were just 
about half what they were the week 
previous, but were 58,000 bus larger than 
for the corresponding week in 1903. Re- 
ceipts of all grains were 331,950 bus, 
against 667,000 the week previous and 
273,370 last year. Mills took 65,000 bus 
off track and withdrawals from store 
amounted to only 5,540 bus. Last year 
at this time lake shipping was in full 
swing and the shipments for the week 
amounted to 1,500,000 bus. No grain 
will be moved from here by the lake 
route for several weeks, as conditions 
have not shown any great change. 

NOTES 

Some macaroni wheat shipped from 
here to Buffalo all-rail was reported to 
have brought adollar a bushel there 
last week. 

Captain John V. Tuttle, a well-known 
vessel surveyor of Cleveland, is here 
making a survey of the ships in winter 
quarters at the Head of the Lakes for 
the grain underwriters. For the past 
two seasons the underwriters of grain 
insurance have sought special surveys 
of boats with reference to their fitness 
for carrying grain. 

The Northern Pacific road has decided 
not to let any contracts this year for the 
handling of lake-and-rail freight, but 
intends to manage the business itself. 
The work, instead of being done under 
contract, as has been the case in past 
years, will be under the direction of the 
division superintendent in charge here, 
E. C. Blanchard. Last year the amount 
handled was 262,000 tons. 

The Canada-Atlantic Transit Co. has 
announced its abandonment of the Lake 
Superior end of the company’s busi- 
ness. ‘he retirement is said to be due 
to the falling off in the export grain 
trade from the Head ofthe Lakes in 
the past two years. The steamers will 
be placed on the run between Parry 
sound, Milwaukee and Chicago. Capt. 
J. ‘I’. Rose will continue to represent the 
line here, 

Out of a wheat stock of 4,447,000 bus 
it is figured that there are over 2,000,000 
bus of contract grade in private and 
regular houses at the Head of the 
Lakes. Sales of Duluth wheat to east- 
ern markets have been unusually small 
this spring, claimed by some to be less 
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than one andahalf million. A notice- 
able condition this year over previous 
ones is the good proportion of July 
wheat sold for July shipment, suggest- 
ing that there is no hurry in getting 
wheat forward.

Manitoba 


Special Correspondence 


Flour is moderately active. There is 
the usual domestic demand, subject 
perhaps to shrinkage in some parts 
from bad roads and other transport 
difficulties. Some of the mills in coun- 
try places are shut down for want of 
fuel, which want is dueto inability of 
railways to keep trains moving regular- 
ly. This fuel question has arisen quite 
frequently in Manitoba during the win- 
ter and much time has been lost because 
of slow deliveries. 

As to the export trade it may be said 
that while there is a steady inquiry for 
Manitoba flour, not all the mills are 
able to engage in this trade as they find 
the prices out of line. ‘Those who do 
must to a large extent meet the exporter 
upon this point. Some millers have 
advised your correspondent this last 
week that they have not shipped any 
flour abroad since January for the rea- 
son that they find prices too low. 

No changes have been made in Win- 
nipeg prices since a week ago. Hunga- 
rian patent is today worth $2.75 per sack 
of 98 lbs, seconds $2.60, and strong 
clears $2.20. 

Wheat has been very dull and quiet, 
but the decline in prices has had one 
beneficial effect, as it has enabled ex- 
porters to get alittle business done, 
though this has been ona very moderate 
scale. On Saturday No. 1 northern, spot 
or April delivery, closed at 89c, No.2 
northern at 8c, No. 3 northern at 80c, 
and No. 4 wheat at 73%c, in store Fort 
William or Port Arthur. May option 
closed at 89%c for No. 1 northern, 85%4c 
for No. 2 northern, 80%4c for No. 3 north- 
ern and 74\sc for No. 4 wheat. 


NOTES 


Wheat is moving to the lake front 
more freely. This is in anticipation of 
an early resumption of navigation. 


It is reported from Swan Lake, which 
is a small place on the Morris-Brandon 
branch of the Canadian Northern rail- 
way, that a 60-bb1! mill will be erected 
there this year. The name of the pro- 
moter is not mentioned. 


rhe report was circulated in Winnipeg 
a few days ago that the Northern Kleva- 
tor Co. would erect a flour mill of large 
capacity at Winnipeg this year. This 
announcement seems to have been pre- 
mature. The company has not con- 
firmed it nor has the report been given 
specific denial. It is quite probable that 
some scheme of the kind is under con- 
sideration, as this company has been 
manifesting an inclination to spread 
out, 


The Keewatin Flour Mills Co., a new 
corporation the organization of which 
was noted in this correspondence a few 
weeks ago, has placed its stock upon 
toe market, and is advertising shares 
for sale here and in other Canadian cen- 
ters. The company proposes to acquire 
water power at Keewatin, 129 miles east 
of Winnipeg, with about nineteen acres 
of land fronting on the railway. The 
mill which it will erect thereon will 
have a capacity of 3,000 bbls, besides 
which large storage capacities will be 
provided there and at interior country 
points in Manitoba and the territories. 
The promoters of this scheme are well- 
known business men of Canada, some 
of whom have large means.

There is an increasing probability 
that congress will adjourn near the first 
of May, which means that no legislation 
such as the Lovering drawback bill, or 
the Stevens bill regulating the grinding 
of Canadian wheat in bond can be con- 
sidered. These bills, however, will live 
through the congressional vacation, and 
come up next winter, during the short 
session. 


One of the probabilities of the next 
year or two, assuming President Roose- 
velt’s nomination and election, is a re- 
vision of the tariff. Republican mana- 
gers are generally admitting that revi- 
sion can not be postponed much beyond 
1905, if at all. Coupled with revision 
will be the question of reciprocity. The 
president is understood to favor both. 
The defeat of reciprocity resolutions in 
the recent Massachusetts republican 
state convention does not mean anything 
beyond the desire of party managers not 
to precipitate the issue during the presi- 
dential campaign, now opening. 








The department of agriculture has re- 
ceived statistical reports from Canada 
covering the principal grain crops of the 
Northwest Territories for the calendar 
year 1903, as compared with previous 
years as far back as 1898, and they show 
a striking increase in acreage and total 
yield. In 1898, for example, the spring 
wheat acreage of this district embraced 
307,580 acres, with a total yield of 5,717,- 
150 bus. This had grown in 1903 to 837,- 
240 acres, and 16,534,300 bus. Itis esti- 
mated in the report that the acreage for 
all kinds of grain in the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, which was 1,383,440 acres last 
year, will be 1,706,100 acres this year. 
The average yield of spring wheat per 
acre during the years under considera- 
tion was 20.03 bus. The highest yield 
was in 1901, when it was 26.17 bus.

Michigan 
Special Correspondence 


The Detroit mills ran steadily last 
week and produced 11,400 bbls of flour, 
compared with the same amount a week 
ago, and 9,100 a year ago. This week the 
production will we less, as the Stott 
mill will be out of commission. It was 
the intention to stop this mill a couple 
of weeks ago, but there were some obli- 
gations that could not be put off and 
the mill was kept in operation. Much 
of the grinding last week was for local 
use, the flour to be stored until needed. 
The Commercial mill will probably be 
keptin operation, although orders are 
coming in slowly. 

Trade could not well be any duller 
than it is now, and has been for two 
weeks. Demand from all directions has 
dropped to nothing, and that is about 
all there is to be said. The market has 
remained firm, for it is difficult to ob- 
tain cash wheat and the price has not 
declined much recently. 

Rye flour is in moderate demand, but 
the decline in rye has been reflectedin a 
drop of ten cents in the price of the 
product. 


CONDITION OF THE WHEAT CROP 


News from the wheat fields is not en- 
couraging. In the southern counties 
where most of the crop is raised the 
fields look lifeless and there has teen a 
great deal of winter-killing. For about 
two months last winter a large part of 
Michigan was covered with from two to 
six inches of ice, the result of hard 
frost following a soft spell, and under 
this ice blanket the wheat plant was 
smothered. ‘This condition covers 
many fields. In other cases the severe 
winter was too much for the plant, so 
that, on the whole, the outlook is not 
promising. 

Atthe close of last week Michigan 
was covered with snow and the season, 
so far, has been very backward. The 
secretary of state in his Jatest report 
says: 

'tOn low, heavy ground wheat has 
suffered badly, irrespective of whether 
it was sown early or late. The steady 
cold weather during the winter months 
froze the ground toa great depth, so 
that when the snow melted and the rains 
came, the water could not be absorbed 
and in many places it stood for some 
time on the tow places in the fields. In 
this way much wheat has been dam- 
aged, but the extent of the damage can 
not be determined until later.’’ 


NOTES 


The Wilcox dam at Plymouth went 
out last week and the mill was com- 
pelled to fall back on steam power. 


The Grass Lake flour mill, which is 
in the hands of a receiver, will be sold 
April 30 to satisfy demands of creditors. 
The mill is now running full time. 


Capt. A. B. Wolvin of the Great Lakes 
& St. Lawrence River ‘Transportation 
Co., announces that the fleet of the 
company will be increased the coming 
season by two and probably four steam- 
ships. Last year there were ten ships in 
the line. 


Mrs. L. C. Hayden, vice-president of 
the Wm. Hayden Milling Co., died on 
April 9 at Tecumseh of acute peritoni- 
tis. She was in the prime of life, being 
but 33 years of age, a very beautiful 
woman of sunny disposition. She 
leaves a husband and three children. 


There is every probability that Bela 
W. Jenks of the Huron Milling Co. will 
be chosen to represent his district in 
the upper house of the Michigan legis- 
lature. Mr. Jenks is a prominent busi- 
ness man and very popular in his dis- 
trict. While well known politically he 
is by no means a party boss and his 
selection will be a tribute to his person- 
al worth. The question of state grain 
inspection, in which the millers of 
Michigan are vitally interested, will 
come up before the next legislature and 
a miller thoroughly acquainted with the 
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needs of the trade will be of great value 
in the committee work. 


The severe winter cost the railroads 
here, as well as the shippers, a great 
deal of money and annoyance owing to 
the delay in crossing the river. None 
of the steamers employed in taking cars 
across was powerful enough to cope 
with the heavy ice. The Michigan 
Central has determined to remedy this 
in time for next winter and has placed 
an order with the Great Lakes Engineer- 
ing Works for the most powerful car 
ferry on the river, to be ready next fa!). 
The steamer will have four screws, two 
at the bow and two at the stern, each 
operated by an independent engine. 
She will carry 21 of the largest freight 
carseach trip and will cost $315,000. 
This does not mean that the plan to 
bridge the river has been abandoned. [t 
will take a long time to build the bridve 
and the Michigan Central wants to co 
business in the meantime. Millers here 
and elsewhere suffered much inconven- 
ience last winter owing to the inability 
of the roads to send flour across.

The flour market continues dui, 
Early in the week the trade hoped for a 
boom following the government report 
on wheat, but the break of about two 
cents a bushel the next day in that cereal 
took the spirit out of dealers and on 
Wednesday quotations were marked 
down in the local market from 10c to “ic 
per bbl all through the list, including 
city mills’. 

‘There was a little more business done 
last week than in the preceding week. 
It was nearly all done, however, at itie 
lower range of values. There is much 
high-priced flour here, which helps io 
depress the market. Winters have been 
relatively firmer than springs, but late- 
ly there has been aslight increase in the 
movement. Spring clears have been 
offered more freely lately to the trade 
here than for some time. The closing 
was dull and easy. 

The sales and offerings for the week 
to the wholesale trade included spring 
patent, $5.10@5.30; spring straight, $4.40 
(@5.10; spring clear, $3.90@4.15; hard 
winter patent, $4.70@4.85; hard winter 
straight, $4.55@4.70; hard winter clear, 
$3.70(@3.85; Winter patent, $5.057@5.20; 
winter straight, $4.75@4.90; winter clear, 
$4.457@4.60, all per 196 lbs, in wood, and 
the bulk of the sales hard and soft win- 
ters. 

City mills report about as dull a week 
as they have had for months. Their 
output for the week was about 5,()00 
bbls. They quote Rio extra at $5.20@).35 
per 196 lbs in wood, with nothing doing 
for export. 

Clearances of flour for the week were 
14,740 bbls; receipts, also pricipally for 
shipment, 36,327.

Balawin, Jr., Moorhead, Minn: A\- 
solutely no wheat moving in our vicill- 
ity. Roads are simply impassable for 
wagons, and there is very little wheat 
in the country elevators. The heavy 
snow from last week’s storm is slow!y 
passing off, and with very favorab:e 
weather, seeding may be started by 
April 25 or 28. 
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The swing of the.flour market in 
mil! limits has been downward ten 
cents then upward ten cents, with ab- 
solutely no trade. The declining prices 
might just as well have been ten cents 
more and yet develop no business, ac- 
cording to the statement of the interests 
here. There was nothing in the condi- 
tionsto stimulate trade, Although the 
relative appearance of prices was the 
sanie as during the winter boom, under- 
lying facts were entirely different. Then, 


there was tremendous demand for wheat 
for milling and the crop was five months 
off; now, there is no demand for milling 


or next to none and the crop is less than 
three months off. It is true that premi- 
ums on cash wheat exist over May, and 
May is at a premium over July and 
September, but these conditions, with 
the state of the flour trade, were such as 
to make flour buyers more insistent up- 
on holding off. 

The price on spring patents is quoted 
here at $5.85 asked, by the new mill 
limit, but there is very little if any 
market and actual business on choice 
patents is not better than $5.25, except- 
ing under special conditions. Bakers’ 
are extremely dull, and while held 
around $4.10@4.20 for the choice grades, 
they are not selling much above $4.10. 

‘The winter wheat flour market is ab 
solutely featureless. The quoted prices 
for actual business are given at $4.80@ 
1.90, with asking prices ranging up to 
$5.10. The situation is fully as dull as 
in springs and for practically the same 
cause. Low grades are weak and low- 
er to sell, Some inferior stuff has been 
sold as low as $3 in sacks, ranging up 
to $4 for a good extra No. 1 in wood. 

‘he market is suffering from accumu- 
lation in flour and this is the case all 
through the east. Flour was held up in 
transit and finally came through with 
the milder weather to find a declining 
wheat market and buyers are holding 
off ordering stuff just as long as possi- 

'e until they work off stocks on hand. 
‘his has resulted in a piling up of ware- 
house stocks and the estimates of the 

iocks at the principal eastern points 
are not encouraging. The stocks are not 

large, however, but that if there was 
ay confident change in the market for 

\e better they would rapidly disappear.

Quotations are large- 
ly nominal at $4.10@4.20 for clear, $4.25@

Prices of winters were maintained 
with steadiness owing to light offerings, 
As noted a week ago sales of strhight 
were chiefly at $5 per 196 lbs in wood, 
though exceptional sales were reported 
above and below this figure.

HEARING OF RATE MATTERS

Flour values fluctuated somewhat 
during the week, owing to the tempo- 
rary advance in wheat, but afterward 
declined so that prices at the close 
showed a net decrease of about ten 
cents a barrel on nearly all brands. The 
week opened with a steady market but 
Wednesday values were reduced ten 
cents on spring wheat and five to ten 
cents on winter wheat grades. On Fri- 
day, when the wheat markets opened 
stronger, millers advanced prices ten 
cents a barrel, but today the same old 
range prevails. 

The trade is so loaded up with flour 
atthe present time that mill agents 
have found it almost impossible to do 
any business during the week, anda 
dull period is expected to last for some 
time. The retail trade is heavily 
stocked with flour which is hard tosell, 
as the consumers are not purchasing as 
freely as was expected. Until stocks 
become materially reduced, thera can 
be no improvement in the general situa- 
tion. The higher-priced brands have 
felt the restricted demand to a greater 
extent than the low-priced flours, al- 
though there has been but little buying 
at any time. 

First-class spring wheat country pat- 
ents were offered during the week at 
$5.45@5.50 per bbl in wood, while a few 
Minneapolis trade brands were held 
nominally at $5.55@5.60 per bbl. Good 
country patents were offered at $5.40 per 
bbl in wood, with reports of even lower 
quotations on some brands. For Kan- 
sas patents there was little inquiry, the 
market ranging nominally at $5@5.15 
per bbl. The market for winter wheat 
brands was a trifle easier, although 
firmer than the market on spring wheat 
brands. 

Patents from all sections are held at 
the same range, $5.15@5.30 per bblin 
wood being quoted on Ohio, Indiana, 
New York and Michigan flours. Clears 
from these sections were held at $4.80@5 
per bbl, and straights $5@5.15, accord- 
ing to quality and reputation of the 
mill offering.

While there is no quotable change in 
flour so far as the ordinary jobbing 
trade is concerned, there is good ground 
for concluding that if a seller desired 
the turnover of a round lot of material, 
he would have to shade prices today. 
The indifference of buyers is due to the 
fact that they over-anticipated their 
wants at the time of the boom and also 
that they generally expect lower prices. 

I understand that offers of 90 per cent 
patents have been made at $4.50 laid 
down for car lots on track for export at 
the opening of navigation, which is 
equal to about $4.85(@4.90 per bbl, cost 
and freight St. John’s, N. F., but, as 
noted last week, the majority of the 
limits held by commission men here 
call for an even lower price than this. 
Sales are reported of 300 bbls of white 
winter wheat patents at $5.05, and car- 
load lots at $5 per bbl. In carload lots 
sufficient business has been done in 90 
per cents to make $4.65@4.70 per bbla 
fair range on track here for such busi- 
ness this last week. Round lots of the 
same flour in bags have changed hands 
at $2.20@2.25, and extras in hags at $1.90 
up to $2.05, as to quality, on track here. 

In spring wheat flours there has been 
a fair trade done and buyers contend 
that sales have been made ata reduc- 
tion from top quotations, although both 
the big companies here assert that they 
have made no change in prices. lI, 
therefore, give the information for what 
it is worth without vouching for its 
accuracy. 

London cables on Friday quoted that 
market weak with easier prices. Cana- 
dian spring being cabled at 25s 9d@27s 
3d and Canadian winter flours at 23@25s.

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The Italian government puts ona pros 
hibitive duty on flour and further fa- 
vors home millers by allowing a rebate 
of duty on bran shipped to the point of 
origin of the wheat from which it is 
made. 


E. F. Rosenbaum of the J. Rosenbaum 
Grain Co., Chicago, is atthe Hotel Cecil, 
London, for a few days. He leaves April 
8 for the Continent. He took advantage 
of the Easter holidays to visit Warwick 
castle and Stratford. 


It will be interesting to learn the issue 
of the conflict between buyers and sell- 
ers, now-in progress on the Continent, 
over the question of whether grain shall 
be bought from Russia subject to Lon- 
don arbitration or subject to German ar- 
bitration. The sellers seem to put their 
trust in London arbitration. Full par- 
ticulars of this will be found in the Hol- 
land correspondence. 

The weather during the Easter holi- 
days was not unfavorable for touring 
and many on the market have come 
back looking the better for their outing. 
Monday, of this week being a bank holi- 
day, nobody came to business on that 
day andeven on Tuesday I called at 
several otfices only to find that the 
principals had not yet returned. By to- 
day, Wednesday, most of the trade have 
returned to their posts, though the at- 
tendance at today’s market was unusu- 
ally light and early closing was the gen- 
eral rule. 

Machines and processes for bleaching 
or otherwise improving fiour after it is 
made seem to be the order of the day. 
Some time ago a process known as the 
Andrews patent was brought out in Ire- 
land and a firm of importers well known 
in the trade became interested in ex- 
ploiting it. Different millers gave dif- 
ferent reports about it. Some said it 
improved the value of the flour two 
shillings a sack, while others said it 
merely imparted to flour a dead white 
color, robbing it of the yellow bloom so 
much desired by bakers. Another pat- 
ent has just been brought outin Belfast, 
by W. T. Mercier,on an apparatus for 
bleaching and conditioning grain flour 
and meal. I hear that a patent has been 
taken outin Germany on a bleaching 
device in which electricity is used. Tak- 
en in connection with recent develop- 
ments in this line in Missouri the vari- 
ous processes and devices brought out 
in Europe would indicate a widespread 
interest in this particular form of mill- 
ing improvement, 

LONDON MARKETS 


We have not yet recovered from the 
holidays. Not only was the attendance 
at today’s market rather scanty, consid- 
ering that itis a week since a market 
has been held on this exchange, but the 
demand for almost all articles was very 
poor. Sellers say they have not known 
a worse time, and in no section does 
this hold more true than in the flour 
market. Butit must not be supposed 
that wheat is much easier to sell than 
flour. It is clear that millers, as aclass, 
are quite as well found as bakers. One 
miller in this city remarked today that 
he was supplied till the end of May, 
and it is quite likely that many others 
are in the same position. 

In the meantime flour keeps coming 
into London, by which I mean foreign 
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flour, at a liberal rate. 


A weekly, aver- 
age of over 55,000 sacks of foreign,flour 
during the last month is somewhat sur- 
prising in view of the fact that import- 
ers are a unit in declaring that they 
have ceased buying flour since Ameri- 
can mill prices got so much out of line 
with this market. If Minnesota c.i.f. 
prices are high above the parity of Mark 
Lane, the same is just as true of Kansas 
mill prices. Yet flour comes along to 
this inarket from the Atlantic ports at 
an average of only about 7,000 to 10,000 
sacks a week below the figures of the 
time when the level of American mill 
prices was shillings below that of to- 
day. Importers explain the puzzle by 
saying that today’s arrivals are belated 
shipments, and this may be truetoa 
considerable extent. On the other hand, 
we do not find importers grumbling at 
delays; it may of course be that under 
the circumstances they look on delayed 
shipments asthe lesser of the two evils. 

The upshot of the free arrivals is this, 
that importers, unwilling to put flour 
into granary, are —-. their buyers 
to take deliveries as the flour comes in. 
These buyers, who are mostly jobbing 
factors, are also most unwilling to put 
flour into warehouses and pay granary 
charges. The natural result is a certain 
amount of reselling on the part of what 
are called second hands, that is to say 
factors who have bought of importers, 
and find they have no chance of retail- 
ing their deliveries within any reason- 
able time. 


AMERICAN FLOUR PRICES LOWER 


As regards the American flour mar- 
ket, it must be admitted that prices are 
lower as compared with last week. This 
of course refers to the ex-store price 
here. Today in Mark Lane 28s ex-store 
is still being asked for one or two fa- 
vorite Minneapolis patents, but in the 
case of at least two top spring wheat 
patents, where the sapply is rather larg- 
er than the importers like at this time, 
27s 9d ex-store is quoted as the taking 
price, and | should say that occasional- 
ly even threepence less would have been 
accepted. As for re-sellers, it is per- 
haps best not to quote their prices, be- 
cause most of these sales look forced 
and can hardly be counted legitimate 
business. 

Clears have undergone less deprecia- 
tion than patents, and importers are 
asking about 22s 6d ex-ship for ordinary 
Minnesota firsts. 


KANSAS FLOUR PLENTIFUL 


Kansas patents are rather too plenti- 
ful, and are being persistently pressed 
in many quarters for re-sale at prices 
threepence to sixpence below their fair 
value. It would now be most difficult, 
even for the importer of a first-class 
mark, to make more than 25s 6d ex-store. 
But the mill price for such flour is still 
far above this market, perhaps two 
shillings or more above our spot parity. 
During the week, cables from the other 
side of the Atlantic have been scarce, 
as importers had little use for them with 
the holidays on us, but it would seem 
that Kansas mill prices for good patents 
milled from hard winter wheat run from 
about 25s 3d to 27s. 

LONDON FLOUR UNCHANGED 


There is no aiteration in the value of 
the London milled flour, and in the ex- 
isting dullness of business, millers here 
have really no temptation to lower 
prices. Last week’s quotations still 
hold good. Millers in this city are fair- 
ly well off just now for raw material; 
though spring Americans remain out of 
reach, there is a plentiful supply of In- 
dians which are of better quantity than 
usual. Plates are also plentiful, but 
millers speak not too highly of their 
milling value. Some excellent South 
Russian wheat is now available at prices 
ranging from 32s to 33s €d per qr. Some 
of these Russians have plenty of 
strength. 

English country fiour is as hard to 
sell as any other description just now, 
but though the tendency of prices is 
downward, millers fight against conces- 
sions because they say they find decent 
English wheat harder to buy than ever. 
That is no doubt quite true. 

OTHER FLOUR 

There is not at present in the market 
any flour capable of competing with 
English country eitherin price or quali- 
ty. The bulk of the French flour which 
comes into this port is of low grade, but 
some of itis of the long patent variety 
and retails at about 24s 6d ex-store, 
Bakers, however, who have tried this 
season’s French flour, pronounce it 
‘tsoft as pap.’’ Australian flour of 
which a sample of 15 sacks arrived last 
week, is at present beyond our reach, 
Good Australian mills do not seem dis- 
posed to sell at less than 25s c.i.f. which 
would mean at least 25s 6d ex-store, his 
is too much for straight-run flour, which 
is not much better than English country 
flour now being sold at 23s 6d@24s 6d 
ex-rail in London. 


Hungarians are very slow, and im- 
porters are not asking more than about 
3ls 6d for the best Budapest marks. One 
first-class mark is to be had at 30s ex- 
store.

MONEY MARKET, APRIL 5 


Raheem J being Easter Monday and 
a bank holiday the market was closed 
but on the resumption of business today 
money was found to be in very abun- 
dant supply. The distribution of the 
dividends on consols which took place 
today set floating a large amount of 
money so that the market was able to 
pay back a very large sum to the Bank 
of England, estimated at nearly four 
millions sterling. The market also had 
to provide an extra £1,000,000 in connec- 
tion with the payment for treasury bills 
which fell due today. This amounted 
to £3,000,000 but the bills paid off only 
totaled £2,000,000; therefore the market 
had to find the remaining million 
pounds. These huge disbursements, 
however, made no appreciatle difference 
in the market supplies, but the calls on 
the market during the current week will 
be rather severe and will amount to sev- 
eral millions sterling. Still, itis expect- 
ed that even when all the obligations 
have been provided for there will bea 
fair surplus left. There was a good de- 
mand for money today and the general 
rate for loans was two and three-fourths 
and three per cent. In the discount mar- 
ket busine8s was quiet and the rates 
lower. Holders of paper seem inclined 


to hold off until rates are even more 
favorable.

First the grain mer- 
chants at Odessa and afterwards thse 
of Rostof, Braila and Nicolaieff hve 
rejected the said grain contract. he 
question raised originated as follow 

The German chamber of comme:ce 
decided in 1902 to do away with Lonion 
arbitration in the Russian grain »::ile 
contracts and to have German arbi(ra- 
tion stipulated. A commission wis 
constituted and after long deliberations 
decided to have a totally new contract 
drawn up for the grain trade with lus- 
sia, Roumania, Servia, Bulgaria d 
Turkey. The society of Berlin grsin 
dealers drew up this new contrat, 
which was approved of by the griin 
trade of the German Empire as wel! is 
by the Rotterdam society of the grain 
trade. It was hoped that other Dui! 
societies of grain merchants wou'd 
agree to this contract. The Amsterd::) 
society of the grain trade was not 
vited to do so, The German- Datch grain 
contract was sent to the Russian tra 
committees and after some discussi.! 
they decided not to accept the contra 

The German paper’ Borsen Cour! 
says: ‘'In view of the great importance 
of the German grain trade, that the said 
trade do business on the basis of a Ger- 
man contract with arbitration in Ge°- 
many is perfectly justifiable.”’ : 

The new contract which, thanks tot! ¢ 
concurrence of Rotterdam, has beconi¢ 
a German-Dutch contract, fully comes 
up to this intention. Itis the Germa: 
grain trade’s duty to see that this co!- 
tract shall be carried out on practics! 
lines. The German merchants shoul: 
unite to go through with the contrac! 
notwithstanding the resistance of th: 
grain merchants in southern Russi* 
and of the Danubian districts, whic! 
can be done more decisively as the i!- 
terest of both buyers and sellers has 
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been equally looked after in the con- 
ract. 

s We have to deal with a national ques- 
tion, and if there are grain merchants 
who by deviating from the decision thus 
expose the whole scheme to the danger 
of failure, they would seriously harm 
noi only the German grain trade but the 
credit of the German trade in foreign 
countries as well. This, says the Bér- 
sen Courier, is the meaning of the Ger- 
man-Dutch grain contract.

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AUSTRALIAN CROPS 


(Special Correspondence) 


Events have moved somewhat rapid- 
ly in the last month. The season has 
been late throughout, and farmers have 
been delayed in gathering their crops. 
During the last month, however, the 
weather has been more settled,. and for 
several weeks the last of the work has 
been completed. 

Notwithstanding all adverse circum- 
stances the crop which has just been 
gathered is the largest in point of size 
which has so far been garnered in Aus- 
tralia. This will give some idea of 
the exceptionally promising nature of 
the season during the months right up 
to November. As just remarked, the 
wheat, even within the latest districts, 
has now been cleared up, shipping has 
been posi gry J pursued for a month or 
more and it is possible to obtain a very 
good idea of what the yield has been. 

Starting with South Australia, the 
only really reliable estimate which has 
been so far ventured is that of the Reg- 
ister which for years has gone to great 
trouble to secure early information re- 
specting the crops. Several hundred 
circulars were issued to correspondents 
in all parts of the country and based on 
the replies, which were carefully sifted, 
it has been calculated that 2,120,000 acres 
were sown with wheat last autumn. Of 
this acreage 1,720,000 acres, it is consid- 
ered, were cut for hay or proved unpro- 
ductive, che former accounting for the 
greater portion since total failures have 
been comparatively few this season. 

The average yield per acre works out 
at seven bushels of 40 lbs—nine bushels 
inside and five bushels outside the line 
of rainfall—giving a return of 13,186,650 
bus, or the largest since 1900-01 when 13,- 
200,000 bus were reaped. 

The acreage reaped was the larges¢ 
for many years, and the average was 
the highest for a considerable number. 
It is considered that the storms and 
other unfavorable factors were respons- 
ible for the logs of at least a bushel to 
the acre. 

After food and seed requirements have 
been deducted, the exportable surplus 
appears as 262,500 tons of wheat, but it 
must be remembered that inferior grain 
will somewhat lessen the quantity which 
can be disposed of in the markets of the 
world. In the following table is shown 
the South Australian crop, the average 
production per acre, the exportable sur- 
plus and the average price per bushel 
for the past ten years. In the present 


year an estimate is made of the price, 
but from present appearances 2s 9d will 
not prove excessive:

In Victoria the Australasian has ren- 
dered a similar service and has estimat- 
ed the wheat harvest at 26,134,500 bus, an 
average of 12.44 bus over an acreage of 
2,100,000 acres. Notwithstanding the 
much larger extent of South Australia 
when compared with Victoria, it will be 
seen that the land devoted to wheat is 
practically the same in the two states. 
In Victoria, however, the average yield 
is higher, ranging from ten to seventeen 
bushels to the acre. The greater portion 
of Victoria possesses a more reliable 
rainfall than South Australia, and in 
the latter the average is reduced by the 
low yield in country outside the regular 
line of rainfall.

It is calculated that 17,639,500 bus will 
be left over for export after taking out 
food and seed requirements, but it is 
questionable whether all this will go 
into the market ones to the prevalence 
of a certain amount of inferior grain and 
low prices.

Some Minneapolis shops last week 
sold practically no flour barrels. How- 
ever, they are running steadily filling 
warehouses with barrels. 


The use by mills for the week ended 
Saturday of 24,960 bbls, represented the 
consumption of approximately 102,000 
patent hoops, 14,000 hickory hoops and 
61,000 wire hoops. 


For the week ending Saturday, flour 
barrel stock was unloaded by Minneap- 
‘olis shops as follows: elm staves, 24 
cars; heading, 9; coiled elm hoops, 3; 
oak staves, 1; hickory hoops, 3; total] 40. 


With the mills running less than half 
capacity, barrel sales last week were 
necessarily small. They were 13,000 less 
than in the week before and made an 
unfavorable showing compared with 
other years. The shops are being oper- 
ated at acomfortable gait, and the make 
of barrels last week exceeded the sales 
to the extent of 21,000, that number be- 
ing accumulated for the future. The 
mills are being operated lightly again 
this week, and the barrel consumption 
may show no gain over last week. ‘The 


- flour market is very dull, and the mill- 


ers are temporarily curtailing their out- 
put that flour may not be thrown ona 
market already overloaded. Later on 
trade ought to be all the more healthy.

Millfeed has shown further apprecia- 
tion during the week, and anything in 
the nature of track or quick shipment 
stuff, commands high prices.
